What I am about to confess [ take God 
to. witness to be the truth. 

“I came down from Washingon, D. C., 
in company with a cripple whose name 
is Griffin, his Christian name I don't 
krow. We had a little money when we 
left there. We came by freight to Dan- 
ville, where we stayed urtil night. There 
We caught a freight bound south. The 
next morning when I awoke I saw there 
was a third person in the car. We trav- 
eled a long Way before we talked. Then 
he told me he was going south. Griffin 
and | asked him how far he was going, 
and he said not far, and that he would 
stop nowhere In particular. We told him 
we were trying to beat our way to Pen- 
sacola, where it was my intention of get- 
ting shipping, as I am a seafaring man. 
He then said if we would let him he 
would join us. We said the ‘more the 
merrier.’ 


Beginning of Crime. 

“So we traveled on until we came to a 
town called Spencer, and it was at that 
place I first found out what sort of a 
companion we had met in the empty box 
ear. We had to stay at Spencer a whole 
day .before we could catch ahother empty 
southbound freight. Now there was at 
this town sevéral colored men waiting to 
catch an empty box car like we were. One 
of the colored men went off with My new 
found companion, who had told me his 
name was Cleveland Wood. They were 
gone about half. an hour and returned, 
each carrying a large bundle under his 
arm. They had seven boxes of new shoes 
and they told us they had broken open a 
freight car and stolen them. We all put 
on a pair of new shoes. Wood then asked 
me to go back to the burglarized car with 
him to see if there were any clothes in 
there, as he needed a new suit. I went 
with him. I told my pal, Griffin, that we 
were going off to look for any empty car 
to ride in. We did not find any clothes, 
but took seven pairs of shoes to sell. I 
kept a watch for the brakemen while 
Wood got the shoes. We hid the shoes, 
and the next day, which was Sunday, we 
sold four pairs for § cents a pair, and 
that got us money to buy food. We 
caught an empty freight that night and 
rode as far as a town called Gastonia. 
There the conductor put us off. Monday 
night we spent under the stars. Next 
day we sold three pairs of the shoes. An 
old gentleman offered Wood work for his 
board and a dollar a day, but he said he 
wasn't looking for work. My gal, Grif- 
fin, took the job, and I suppose he is 
working there now. I asked for a job 
like it, but the old man wanted only one 
hand. I and Wood left Griffin at his 
work. Wood remarked to me that he was 
glad we had. gotten rid of Griffin, and 
when I asked why, he replied because he 
wouldn't steal, and if he did he_would be 
caught, as he was a cripple and couldn't 
run. Wood further said to me that he 
had been wanting a good pal te keep a 
watchout while he broke open freight cars 
and to help carry off the boodle. 


Arrived in Atlanta. 

“We stole a ride from Gastonia to 
Greenville, where we had a row because 
he wanted to stay there and steal some 
clothes, and I wanted to go on to Atlanta. 
I had my way, and we arrived in Atlanta 
on July 22 at 12 o'clock. 

“Wood had been in Atlanta before and 
he took me to a boarding house, where 
a kind woman gave us a dinner. Her 
name was Mrs. Wood, the same as my 
pal. We walked around the town all 
that afternoon hunting for & place to 
sleep that night. On a vacant lot we 
found two express wagons and we 
crawled into them and went to sleep. We 
slept from 11 o'clock at night until 2:30 
o'clock, when Wood woke me up and said 
we had better be ‘doing something.’ In 
one of the wagons we found a pistol and 
a pair of gloves. 


Felt Like a Burglar. 

‘By this time I was beginning to feel 
like a modern burglar and I was giad to 
get the pistol to bluff somebody who tried 
to eatch us. Now, to show that I am 
no professional criminal I wil] say truly 
that when Wood opened a cigar store 
and found two small keys I tried to 
open with them every door after that 
which I came to. A professional burglar 
would have known better. 

‘When we reached Dr. Green's drug 
store we saw a transom open and Wood 
took off his shoes and climbed into the 
store, leaving me on‘the outside to 
watch until he could open the door. He 
found the money and I was trying to find 
some drugs which I needed when I sud- 
denly heard a shot fired. I did not know~ 
what was the cause of it and I at first 
thought I had trod upon some sort of a 
spring gun, as I had read of such a 
thing being set to catch burglars. 

*T called to Wood to come on and go, 
for I was afraid we would be killed or 
caught. As we rushed toward the door 
another shot was fired and Wood cried 
out that he was hit. I could have eaatly 
gotten away, but I would not forsake him 
in his plight. I carried him a long way 
and laid him down. Then I removed a 
part of his clothing and bound up his 
wound. Again I carried him a long way 


to the place where we were arrested, 


night that Wood was doing well and 
now had a good chance to recover. In 
fact, it is belleved that Wood has about 
passed the danger point and that his 
recovery is now only a matter of a few 
days.

Some of the 
cardinals did not know how to fold their 
papers, which caused considerable con- 
fusion. 

Oath Taken at Ballot Box. 

Cardinal Oregiia, the camerlingo, 
demonstrated the folding of a ballot to 
those near him and they in turn showed 
others how it must be folded. Each ba!- 
sealed with no distinguishing 
mark. The next ballot will proceed much 
more smoothly and quickly.

According to the official report of the ex- 
ecution, Chien was beheaded, but it 
came known tonight that this report was 
false, and that the condemned man was 
beaten to death in accordance with spe- 
Clal instructions issued by the dowager 
empress, who desired to make an example 
of the journalist with which to terrify 
other reformers. The incident is declared 
to be the most horrible that has occurred 
in China since the massacres of 1990. 

The killing occurred in the court yard 
of the yamen of the board of punishment. 
The victom was beaten with bamboo rods 
for two hours, from 4 to 6 o'clock in the 
afternoon, the flesh on his back, arms and 
legs being torn to ribbons. After life 
had apparently become extinct, the ex- 
ecutioners fearing that Chien had mere- 
ly fainted and might revive, twisted a 
rope tightly around his neck and left the 
body in this condition until this morning. 

No one except officers: was permitted to 
see the prisoner after his arrest, all in 
formation regarding his condition being 
withheld. The evidence at the trial was 
so weak that Chien would probably have 
been acquitted had he not boldly pro- 
claimed his principles throughout and his 
willingness to die for them. He frankly 
admitted the charge that he had attempt- 
ed to organize a rebellion at Hon Kow 
in 1990, and boasted that he had always 
advocated tne assassination of the 
Manchus in order to rid the country of 
the dynasty. j

In Three Years Muscogee’s 
Returns Have Advanced 
Nearly $4,000,000. 


Columbus, Ga 1.—(Special.)— 
Judge J. H. Henderson, county tak re- 
ceiver, completed the consolidation of the 


August 


Muscogee tax returns today, 

Since 1902 taxable values in this county 
have increased $1.135.970. which is @ splen- 
did showing. Last year Muscogee’s in- 
crease in taxable values wag $1,573,200, 
and the previous year it was $1,043,285 
making a total gain of property values 
in this county In three years’ time of 
$3.752,455. This is a showing nothing less 
than remarkable. 

Muscogee county has been the banner 
county of Georgia for three successive 
years in the matter of tax returns, and 
may again lead the 137 counties of the 
state this year. - 

The face of the returns this year shows 
an increase of only $80,970, but to this is 
to be added $332,000 of property which last 
year was given in to the county tax re- 
ceiver, but which this year goes direct 
to the comptroller general in Atlanta, 
and thus the real gain is $1,135,970. The 
banner district this year is lower town, 
which shows an increase of $286,830. 

The total value of the property in Mus- 
cogee county given in to the county tax 
received is $16,275,610, of which $15,887,946 
is owned by whites and $387,665 by ne- 
groes. Next to real estate the cotton and 
woolen mills form the largest item on the 
digest, their value being $2,261,000. Near- 
ly one-seventh of the total wealth of Mus- 
cogee county is in the shape of cotton 
mills. 

The great increase of the past few years 
is due to new manufacturing industries 
and the rapid building up of the residence 
sections. It is estimated that five hun- 
dred new buildings are now in course of 
erection in Columbus and suburbs.

SLASHED BODY 
AFTER MURDER 


Jewish Peddler Foully Mur- 
ered Near Aiken, 


Crime Committed by Two White Men 
Whose Purpose Was Robbery. 
Surasky Shot and Then 
Hacked to Pieces 
With an Ax. 


~~ 


Aiken, 8. C., August 1.—Abram Surasky, 
30 years old, a Jewish peddler, was mur- 
dered while on his rounds near Haw- 
thorne, in Aiken county, Wednesday eve- 
ning. The body was not recovered until 
last night. George Toole and Lee Green 
have been arrested as the result of the 
coroner’g inquest. 

The murdered man was 30 years of age, 
and one of five brothers, who ran small 
stores in Alken, all peaceful, quiet citi- 
zens, harming no one, as is characteristic 
of the race. On last Tuesday Mr. Surasky 
loaded his wagon with his packs and 
started on his rounds. He is suposed to 
have stopped at Green's house to sel! his 
wares, as it was his custom to do, and it 
is alleged it was then that the two men 
carried out their plan of robbery and 
murder. 

Surasky was shot twice in the back with 
& gun, one arm was almost severed from 
hig body and his head and body were 
hacked horribly with an ax. When the 
body was discovered it was impossible 
to recognize any semblance of a human 
being in the face, as decomposition had 
set ix. Buzzards flying over the spat at- 
tracted the attention of men passing by. 
Sheriff Alderman and the coroner went to 
the scene of the murder early this morn- 
ing. On searching for clews the officers 
found a pool of blood {n the yard of Lee 
Green's house and other blood stains wee 
discovered on melon rinds and the bloody 
ax was found under the house. 

At the coroner’s inquest it was develop- 
ed by the clews found that his assall- 
ants shot Suraeky twice in the back 
and then cut him up with the ax. The 
shots evidently did not suffice to subdue 
their victim and the ax was used to finish 
him. After their work was accomplished 
they loaded the corpse in the victim's 
wagon and drove to a lonely spot in the 
woods and fied the horse to a tree and 
left it. 

The horse becoming hungry, broke loose 
and pulled the wagon with its ghastly 
load away from the spot where he wae 
tied to within a mile and a half of Haw- 
thorfi, when it was discovered. 

A negro man is suspected of being an 
accomplish in the crime, but so far the 
negro is free. Lee Green is a bad char. 
acter; he attempted to kill a 
named Levi, from Augusta, Ga., some 
time ago. Levi was wounded, but escaped. 
Surasky only had about $38 in money; this 
was taken, but his watch and pack were 
not disturbed by his murderers. 

The authorities are confident that they 
have the right parties.

GUARD HOUSES 
AT BlC PRISON 


Work on Big Cement Wall 
Wiil Begin This Week, 


Warden Moyer Revokes all Passes 
Issued by Former Warden to 
the Public — Admittance 
Allowed Only on Mon- 
day and Thursday. 


Three buildings were constructed yes- 
terday on the government prisdn, where 
stands the strong walis of the federal 
prison, ‘ 

There was no special appropriation and 
the submitting of plans and gspecifications 
would probably never have attracted the 
attention of a eingle contractor. For 
that reason the same jack-plane car- 
penter who did the work was at One time 
the architect, engineer and the entire 
force employed on the construction. 

Tiny houses, they were, just big enough 
to hold a man and a gun. But then that’s 
what théy were made for. 

Just room there is dor one occupant. 
And this occupant will be a United States 
officer, a prison guard. And one maga- 
zine rifle, loaded to kill {f necessary, will 
be the only furnishing of each of these 
three tiny homes that Uke mushroom: 
grow up In a single day. 

Odd dwellings they looked in the twi- 
light of last evening for they are perched 
some 40 feet high and have the appear- 
ance of being on stilts or perhaps more 
like the photographs of the homes of the 
tree dwellers in the Philippines. 

Just below these nest-like affairs runs 
a high wire fence in the shape of a 
stockade and it is inside this enclosure 
that details of men to the number of 
some hundred or more will be mobilizéd 
from among those who must Live behind 
the prison walls who under the close 
surveillance of armed guards will build a 
great embankment of c@ément and con- 
crete 30 feet high. 

But they are very glad to build this 
wall, are those prisoners. First because 
the empioyment means Work in the open 
air and in the second place with its com- 
pletion it means a placé for exercise that 
even if surrounded by walls of their own 
making, leaves God's own blue sky above 
them. \ 

And a blue sky means much to men 
who move night and day beneath a sky 
of builded gray where never a cloud goes 
drifting by and where the dull, cold stone 
complexion never changes in the sunshine 
Or the storm, 

So while to the casual observer who 
does not stop to think, these little sentry 
boxes may seem rather ghastly, many 
men there are who belong to the shut-in 
world who are far more interested in the 
Construction of these plaih boarded ar- 
senals than they are in the new Atlanta 
terminal station. For the good men have 
nothing to fear in the loaded guns, and 
as for the others, the bad ones, why they 
don’t ccunt In any contemplated plans for 
bringing happiness to the many. 

Now that the sentry boxes are erected, 
all that is needed is the building of a 
bigh fence of boards’ in the form of an- 
other high wall just outside the wire 
stockade, and this can be bulit almost 
in a day with the arrival of the lumber. 
Then young, strong men will come in 
their stripes or their uniforms of pale 
blue who have beer counting the days fer 
this event for ever and ever so long and 
with them will come older men whose 
backs are not so strong or perhaps their 
life-long training has been rather in banks 
and courting houses than with such en- 
vironments as those which belong t% a 
stone yard. 

But there will be work for both kinds. 
For while the young and vigorous will 
help in mixing the crushed rock, the sand 
and the other ingredients that go with a 
recipe for the making of cement, the older 
ones with thelr knowledge and practice 
in figures will make a dally inventory on 
the materials used and that sort of thing. 

Altogether the beginning of the build- 
ing of the big wall is going to be quite 
the happiest event that’s happened out 
et the federal prison since its construc- 
tlion—from a behind-the-bars point of 
view, that Is.

No braver soldier than Ferguson stood 
there that day. Taken by surprise, at- 
tacked when his scout had just reported 
that mo enemy was in sight, he sprang 
upon his horse, had the drums beat to 
‘arms, mace ready to defend the hill to 
the last. Like Stonewall Jackson, at a 
later day, he believed in the bayonet, 
g@nd he had more thamu once gained a 
day with it. Now as the southern men 
came against him he would try it again. 
Thé mountain thundered with musketry; 
and then bayonets were leveled, and the 
lines advanced “to give them the cold 
steel.’ The Americans had no, bayonets, 
and before their advancing line they gave 
way.

Few chapters in American history are 
more dramatic than thjs—the waiting and 
watching of the two armies, the anxious 
eyes which day by day swept the bay 
looking for the expected ships; the ap- 
pearance of the-fieet on the far horizon, 
the dreadful doubt as to what ships they 
were, the going out of the transports, 
the waiting for their return, and then 
the sinking of hearts in the one camp 
and the bursting forth of joy in the 
other when the transports returned and 
the word was shouted from lp to lip, 
“The French! The French! Thank God— 
the French!”’ 

We all know the rest of the story. Brit- 
ish ships afterwards come, but are 
beaten off. The lines tighten about the 
doomed army. There is bombarding and 
musketry “attack and counter-attack; 
but the American lines never go back- 
ward. Finally the storming parties draw 
out and the inch, the tug of war, 
comes. We see: the French doing their 
level best to outstrip the Americans in 
the dash at the British works. We see 
the first man mount the parapet. It is 
Alexander Hamiltomk, We see the first 
man enter the works and receive the 
sword of the first British officer who 
surrenders. It is John Laurens, of South 
Carolina. Rochambeau, Lafayette, Lau- 
zun—they all do as well; and at length 
the commander in chief can say, “The 
work is done, and wel] done.’’ 


CHAPTER XXIII.

and the place proved as burdensome to the 
One as it had done to the other. Nelson's 
patriotism was like that of John Page 
and so many others, it counted no cost. | 
Like Page he was one of the wealthigs? | 
of men at the beginning of the struggle; 
like Page, the end of the war found him 
bankrupt. When Virginia had no money 
and no credit he went down into his own 
pocket and he strained his own credit to 
Ket funds to pay the soldiers, food to 
feed them, and ammunition for their guns, 

After the peace when the Virginia con- 
vention was debating whether British 
debts should be confiscated, it was Nel- 
son who settled the question with the 
manly speech: “Others may do as they 
please, but as for me, I am an honest 
man, and so help me God! I will pay my 
debts,.”’ His property was enormous, but 
©0 were his liabilities; and in the end the 
whole estate Was swept away, leaving his 
vwlind widow destitute’in her old age.® 

How deplorable !t is to see Professor 
Channing, of Harvard, in his “Student's 
History,’ lending the influence of his 
name and position to perpetuate sectional 
prejudice and injustice! What possible 
§00d can come of such statements as 
he makes on page 217 of his book? The 
south easier to conquer than the north? 
The “Southerners able to make but slight 
resistance?’ Was it so much worse for 
the south to lose Charleston and Savan- 
Nah than it was for the north to lose 
New York and Philadelphia? Camden 
was bad, but was Long Island good? Was 
Germantown good? Was the capture of 
Fort Washington good? In 1780 did not 
Washington write that he was almost at 
the end of. his tether, and that unless 
a change came it would be impossible to 
hold the army together? From whence 
came the change? First, Musgrove’s Mill, 
a victory of Carolinans and Georgians, 
led by Elijah Clark, of Georgia, and 
Shelby, Williams and Brahham, of ®e 
Carolinas, (August, 1780.) Second, King’s 
Mountain, wholly the triumph of southern 
men, October, 1789. Third, the Cowpens, 
southern men again, January, I781. That 
Daniel Morgan was by birth a northern 
man ig true; but his troops and his Heu- 
tenant were southern men. Fourth, Guil- 
ford Court House, where Cornwallis was 
fought to a stand. Fifth, Fort Ninety-six, 
evacuated after they had lost every other 
fort in South Carolina. Sixth, Eutaw 
Springs, where southern troops again held 
their own in pitched battle, the British re- 
treating. 

This list leaves out Blackstock, where 
Carolinans under Sumfer, and Georgians 
under Twiggs, whipped Tarleton; Kettle 
Creek, where Pickens and Clark routed 
Boyd; Fishdam, where the British were re- 
pulsed by Sunfter and Twiggs; and scores 
of other skirmishes, which had they hap- 
pened in New England would have lived 
in song and story as conflicts never to be 
forgotten. 

Mouitrie had determined to fight, his 
lieutenant hailed his decision with joy, 
the flag was waved to put the enemy 
on notice that negotiations were off;

So far were the “southerners” from any

CHAPTER XXIV. ‘ 

While the revolutionary war was rag- 
ing in the east and south, the western 
frontier wag the scene of many. a bioody 
skirmish between British led Indians and 
the white settlers who had pushed across 
the Alleghany mountains. From head- 
quarters at Detroit, agents of the Eng- 
lish government penetrated southward 
and westward, rouging the Indians, brib- 
ing them with rewards for scalps, until 
the whole of the vast wilderness along 
rhe Illinois and the Ohio was a dark 
and »loody ground. American hunterg 
and trappers were ambushed and scalp. 
ed; defenseless women and children in 
the lonely cabins were tomahawked and 
scalped. Sometimes the white man would 
be carried away aljve, to be burnt later 
at the stake. Sometimes the women arid 
children would be led off to the woods, 
the children to grow up as savages, the 
women to become squaws of the sav- 
ages. The british governor at Detroit 
encouraged every Indian that roamed the 
woods, tor the gcalps were delivered and 
the rewards paid at Detroit. 

The English policy was opposed to the 
westward expansion of she American. peo- 
ple. But just gs the Carolinans had 
crossed over into what is now Tennessee 
and had made good their footing against 
hostile, hard fighting Indians, so had men 
of the same fiber passed on into Ken- 
tucky and into the Illinois country. Caro- 
linans, Virginians—men like Boone and 
Kenton and Clarke—loved the wilderness, 
its hunting grounds, its freedom from 
restraint, almost ag well as the Indians 
loved it. Restless, fond of adventure, 
impatient of system or confinement, 
these half wild men formed the skirmish 
line of advancing civilization. What 
deeds of reckless courage they did, what 
shocking barbarities they committed, 
what privations they endured, what trag- 
ic fates sO many of them met is a 
Story most eloquently told: in the sim- 
plest language of bare fact. They carried 
their lives jn their hands, always: the 
rifle and tbe knife never left their sight. 

Sleepless vigilance was the very law of 
existence—vigilance, fearlessness and in- 
finite resource. 

In the winter of 1776-77 the strugzie 
along the skirmish line was one of ex- 
termination. The British were bent upon 
driving it back to the old borders of 
Pennsylvania and Virginia. Hamilton's 
orders were to “kill and pyran British 
Canadians, French Ganadians, renegade 
Tories from the colonies, Huron Indians 
and Shawnees swooped down upon the 
frontier settlements before the snow was 


off the ground, From jfthe Monorigahela ' 


to the Kentucky river-there was guer- 
rilla war, the burning of houses,, the mas- 
sacre of settlers, the wasting of thrifty 
farms. Excepting the forts and block 
houses, to which the panic-stricken peo- 
ple fled for shelter, the land was left 
desolate. 

It was during this time of terror that 
George Rogers Clarke went to Patrick 
Henry, governor of Virginia, and outlined 
fiis plan of conquest beyond the Ohio. He 
believed that he could not only hold the 
frontier which Hamilton had assailed, but 
that he could win the Illinois country 
beyond. The revolutionary war was 
draining Virginia of all her resdéurces, and 
it was not a favorable time for distant 
expeditions of conquest, but Clarke found 
sympathy and support. He had 0been 
living for some time in Kentucky, where 
Daniel Boone, Kenton and other almost 
nameless heroes were defending the soil. 
Born jn Albemarle, Clarke was known to 
Thomas Jefferson, and the bold plan of 
the young soldier captivated the gtates- 
man. Not only did Jefferson favor the 
enterprise, but George M. Mason and 
George Wythe. did also, The governor 
advanced $6,000, furnished boats, supplies 
and ammunition, and authorized the en- 
listment of 350 militiamen. A slighter 
equipment never yielded larger returns. 
In May, 1778, after all sorts of difficulties 
and discouragements, Clarke set out front 
Redstone settlements, stopped at Pitta- 
burg for his supplies, drifted on down to 
Ohio and on May 27 reached the falls 
where Louisville now stands.’ Here Ken- 
ton joined him with some Kentuckians. 
Rowing further down, in June he landed 
near the mouth of the Tennessee and 
Struck into the wilderness toward Kas- 
kaskia. After a march of toil and diffi- 
culty he reached the fort, took it by sur- 
prise, gaining a bloodless victory. 

There is a dramatic story to the effect 
that when Clarke's men drew near, that 
night, they found the fort lit up, fiddles 
going mettily, and the defenders trip- 
ping the light fantastic toe. Clarke made 
his way to the ball room, leaned back 
against the door, with crossed arms, look- 
ing on. An Indian, lying on the floor, 
gazed intently on Clarke's face, then 
sprang up and gave the war-whoop, the 
unearthly war-whoop. A waft-whoop, by 
the way, which is not unearthly not up 
to standard, and ig not allowed in the 
books. 

When the Indian whooped, it was evi- 
dently time for the women to scream; 
and when the women were all screaming, 
it was impossible to fiddle and dance. 

The story goes that Clarke, standing 
unmoved, arms still crossed, countenance 
unchanged, bade them, “On with the 
@ance!"’—warning them, however, that 
they must now dance under Virginia and 
not under Great Britain., At the same 
time his men burst into the fort, etc. 

Mr. Roosevelt likes this story so well 
that he puts it into his ‘‘Winning of the 
West,’ saying that he sees no good 
reason for rejecting it, entirely. 

for the reason, the present writer 
liksy it, and has not rejected it—entirely. 

if the Story had not been ended 80 ab- 
ruptly; if we hid been told’ what the 
fiddlers and dancers did after Clarke 
gave them permission to proceed, one’s 
ideas might be clearer and more satis- 
factory. 

But if the episode of the ball room 
draws rather heavily upon credulity, the 
wonderful events which followed are in- 
volved in no dowbts. 

A mere handful of Virginians and Ken-: 
tuckians ‘had ventured hundreds of miles 
into hostila regions, far from any sup- 
ports, where enemies in overwhelming 
numbers swarmed on every side, The 
French inhabitants and guerrisons of 
these remote towns were under British 
rule; British troops themselves might be 
expected at any moment; and powerful 
Indian tribes who had no love for the 
“long knives”’—intruders upon their 
hunting vunds—rieeded ‘but prompting 
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band of Ywo fundred, and destroy it. 
The situation was appalling. Yet Clarke 
met it with superb skill agd nerve. By 
a policy of mingled firmness and kind- 
ness he won the hearts of the French. 
Their priest, Pierre Gibault, became his 
partisan, quieted every murmur at Kas- 
kaskfa, volunteered to go to Vincennes, 
and he won over the French inhabitants 
there, prevailing upon them to declare 
for America and to run up the American 
flag. 

This was much, but more remained to 
bs done, The Indians had to be held in 
check. From the Mississippi to the lakes 
the red men were disturbed; for, while 


| they had been hostile to the Americans, 
they had been friendly to these French. 


Thus they paused at the very instant that 
the arrow was on the string—hesitated 
when the tomahawk was already in:¢he 
uplifted hand, | 

Had Clarke not concillated the French, 
had not Pierre Gibault succeeded in get- 
ting the American flag hoisted at Vincen- 
nes as well as at Kaskaskia, there 
would probably have been no grand coun- 
cli of Indian chiefs to confer with one 
another and listen to Clarke. 

But the attitude of the French confused 
the Indians and caused them to come 
from al) directions and from long dis- 
tances to talk—to talk with Clarke. 

It was a grand gathering, and the tem- 
per of the Indians was ugly. But Clarke 


white or red; and he so gained upon the 
untutored children of the forest, with 
mingled suavity and sternness, a seeming 
carelessness and a vigilance which could 
not be caught napping, that they began 
t» admire him greatly. When he painful- 
ly surprised a band which came secretly 
t» slay him, by springing an ambuscade 
upon them; when he put these unskillful 
assassins in irons, and reckless of mut- 
terings among the children of the forest, 
went to a ball where “gentlemen and 
ladies’’ danced the night away, the s&av- 
ages were sorely perplexed. How to deal 
with such a man was a puzzle which was 
earnestly debated at many a council fire 
that night. So that next morning, when 
he spoke to the council—two belts In his 
hands, one for peace and one for war— 
telling the chiefs that it was for them to 
choose, they eagerly snatched the emblem 
of . peace, 

They consented that two of the baffled 
assassins should be put to death, and the 
young bucks came forward, squatted on 
the ground, covered their heads with 
their blankets, expecting the tomahawk. 

Whereupon Clarke dealt his master 
stroke; he forgave the guilty men. 

Then there was rejoicing, a great feast 
and solemn vows of friendship. 


For the present the Lllinois country was 
at peace. 

But, Hamilton could not allow the huge 
prize to be taken from British hands 30 
easily. Exerting every energy, he en- 
listed nearly 200 whites and about 300 In- 


took it. This was in December, 1778. The 
winter being far advanced, Hamilton de- 
cided to wait till spring, at which @jme 


he would retake Kaskaskia and expePthe 


Not needing his large force longer, he 
disbanded all but some eighty men, 

But Clarke received information of 
Hamilton's plan and of the scattering of 
his forces. He determined to forestall the 
British. 

Gathering together 170 men, he set out 
from Kaskaskia in February, 1779, for 
Vincennes. 

That winter march its one of the most 
wonderful achievements of human pluck 
and hardihood. When they struck the 
“drowned lands of the Wabash” theirs 
was a voyage by water without boats. 
They waded mile after mile, day after 
day—the water sometimes chin deep. To 
keep gun and powder dry they had to 
hold their hands outstretched above their 
heads as they waded on. Sometimes it 
was almost impossible to find a spot of 
ground to rest for the night. The rations 
failed, for they could kill no game in 
these overflowed regions. Just before 
they reached Vincennes they had been 
two davs without food. To get across

Then there was further wading through 
the cold water.

When Clarke led his men to the at- 
tack ta2 chances al] seemed to be In fa- 
vor of Hamilton. 
fort, he had cannon and there Was a 
sufficient garrison, although his foes out- 
numbered him heavily. 

He might reasonably expect his war 
parties to return goon, and thus the 
Americans might be taken between 
two foes. There was no danger of 
famine but just weakness lay in the 
faint-heartedness of his own men. 
The American markesmen picked off the 
British gunners through the port holes, 
the guns could not be. served; d 
the British commander lost hope. 
When only six or ettght of the gar- 
rison had been disabled, he gave up the 
contest. Clarke had but one man wound- 
ed, and none killed. Seventy-nine pris- 
oners were taken, and were paroled, with 
the exceptton of Hamilton and twenty-six 
others who were sent to Virginia, where 
Governor, Jefferson pit Hamilton in irons. 

The vast northwest had been thu8 won 
by a heroic band of volunteers led by ene 
of the most dauntless warriors that ever 
risked life for country. That Great Brit- 
ain was foiled, that the Americans took 
possession and held the cOnquered empire 
under the final treaty of peace made at 
Paris, was due almost wholly to this 
one magnificent patridt and soldier, 
George Rogers Clarke.

The first fort which the Americans bullt 
and held on the Mississippi was put there 
by Clarke at the instance of Jefferson and 
was named ‘Fort Jefterson."’ 


CHAPTER XXV 

The years 1781 and 1782 were the most 
sorrowful of Mr. Jefferson's life. Calam- 
ity after calamity fell upon him with be- 
wildering frequency and staggering force. 

First eame Arnold's invasion in Janu- 
ary, 1781, and the censure which Js arous- 
ed. Although Mr. Jefferson had done 
everything that was in his power, his en- 
emies could not allow so choice an op- 
portunity tq pass, and they made him 


in June of the ‘same year, came

He accepted the challenge, had himself 
eiected to the legislature in order that 
he might be able to meet his accusers 
face to face, won an easy victory from 
critics who failed to appear and was 
svothed by a vote of confidence which 
lauded his ability, integrity and rectitude, 
Nevertheless. Mr, Jefferson carried a gore 
heart with him to Poplar Forest; and 
neither his young disciple, Madison, nor 
his young neighbor, Monroe, could pre- 
vail upon him to quit his retirement. 

Then, in April, 1781, he was stricken 
with the grief whose infinite pain none 
but parents realize—he lost an infant 
daughter. 

But the worst of all was yet to come; 
in September, 1782, he lost his wife. 

This cherished companion had suffered 
in sympathy with her husband during 
these trying years; had felt the terror 
of sudden danger when the British 
raided her home and forced her into flight 
with a babe In her arms; had known 
the anxiety of a wife who fears at every 
moment for the safety of her husband. 

In May,’ 178, she gave birth to her 
sixth child, and was never wel! again. 

How tenderly her husband nursed her, 


and day during the months of her de- 
cline, what anguish he suffered when al! 
hope was gone, how he fainted away 
as he was led from the room after the 
how he was as one dis- 
tracted for weeks and weeks, and how 
he sunk into a melancholy from which 
nothing seemed able to arouse him—no 
words could describe without a parade 
Of a grief which is best treated by the 
silence which respects it as sacred. 

On her death bed Mrs. Jefferson asked 
her husband not to give their children a 
step mother, and he promised 

Forty-four years later, when he himself 
had finished the long walk, there were 
found mM the secret drawer of his pri- 
vate cabinet locks of hair amd other 
souvenirs of his wife, end of each of his 
those living and those dead. 
The envelopes which contained 
were all marked, in his beautiful writing, 
with words of identity and endearment, 
and these envelopes had the appearance 
Qf having been often handled. 

Ami@ the resurrection of so many old 
publications why is it that no triumph 
awakes to new life Jefferson's “Notes on 
Virginia?’ 

Strike from the .dry statistics, cull 
its choice passages, illustrate it with 
scenery and portraits, preface it with 
biographical chapter by way of intro- 
duction and the result would be a vol- 
ume which would delight all lovers of 
literature. Some of its passages are beau- 
tiful as descriptions of natural scenery; 
s0me are valuable as studies of political 
and economical problems; the chapter on 
the customs, peculiarities and race cNar- 
acteristics of the Indians is deeply in- 
teresting; and his insight [nto the negro. 
as a man and an issue, is_ profound. 
What he has to say on government, on 
religious intolerance, on militarism, 
finance, education, slavery and kindred 
subjects are in all respects worthy of the 
author of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. 

The “Notes on Virginia’’ were written 
in response to twenty-three questions ad- 
dressed to him by De Marbois, secretary 
of the French léegation at Philadelphia, 
who was instructed by his government 
to secure information as to the resources, 
It was during his 
retirement in 1781 that Mr. Jefferson did 
most of the work In the Notes. In the 
winter of 1782 he added to them some- 
what; and in the advertisement dated 
1787 he regrets that some of the questions 
were answered imperfectly. but says that 
he cculd not apologize without going iInta 
“circumstances which would open old 
wounds which have bled enough.”’ 

From the dates given it will be seen 
that the Notes were the leisyre work 
of the period of his greatest sorrow. 
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+ CHAPTER XXVI. 


In November, 1782, congress unanimously 


and without a single adverse remark 
chose him as one of the commissioners 
to France. The summons came to him 
at a time when the first passtonete grief 
had spent itself.

This cal] to duty was a blessing. By 
a natural revulsion of feeling, he re- 
sponded promptly, accepting the appoint- 
ment. He made all the necessary ar- 
rangements for leaving Monticello, and 
proceeded to Philadeiphia for instruc- 
tions. While waiting for a favorable 
chance to embark news came February, 
1783, that the preliminaries of peace be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States had already been signed. There 
was no longer any need of his services 
and Mr. Jefferson returned 
home. 
But 
reenter 


he had shown his willingness to 
public life. and the legislature 
elected him to congress. 

A quorum to do business did not as- 
semble at Annapolis till about the mid- 
dle of December, and Mr. Jefferson left 
it on the 7th day of May, but during 
that period he did a great deal of im- 
portant work. 

General Washington came in person to 
lay down his commission, and Mr. Jef- 
ferson arranged the ceremonial for that 
historic occasion. 

The answer which the president of con- 
gress made to Washington's address is 
said to have been written by Jefferson. 

As chairman of the grand committee 
On the treasury department he reported 
a plan for the reorganization of that 
branch of the service, and congress 
adopted his suggestion. In conjunction 
with Governor Morris he originated our 
present money system. In lieu of the 
English Potinds, shillings and pence, the 
decimal count @vas proposed. Jefferson 
differed from Morris as to the details, 
believing that the unit suggested by that 
gentleman was too minute and laborious 
for common use, !t being the fourteen 
hundred and fortieth part of a dollar. 
Mr. Jefferson proposed the dollar ag the 
unit of value, and favored three other 
coins, the ten-dolar gold piece, the silver 
dime and the copper cent. After a full 
discussion of both plans, cOngress pre- 
ferred the system of Mr. Jefferson; 4nd 
he then became the father of the dollar, 
which was the centerpiece of the system. 

lt was at this session that Virginia, in 
the lofties€ spirit of patriotism, ceded to 
the general government the vast north- 
western territory. Her pioneers had first 
her statasm 
had first realized the necessity for this 
westward expansion, and her soldiers had 
held 1t in defiance of Indians, Canadians 
and English. 

But bickerings, jealousies, had arisen; 
and, to put an end to the dangers threat- 
ened by these, Virginia ‘voluntarily. sur- 
rendered her empire. A nobdler peace of- 
fering the world never saw. 

For the temporary government of this 
huge domain, Mr. Jefferson drew up the 
famous “Ordinance of the Northwestern 
‘erritory,.” in which he incorporated a 
clause prohibiting slavery after the year 
$00 


1800. 

The southern states were not quite pre- 
pared to outlaw their property in the 
empire ‘they were giving away, and they 
defeated this clause. . 

Mr. Jefferson's names and boundaries 
for the new states to be carved out of the 
territory were rejected, also his provision 
that the new states should “admit no 
person to. be a citizen who holds any 
hereditary titles.’’ ‘ith these changes 
his plan& were adopted. 

It was in this celebrated ordinance of 
the northwestern territory that the first 
suggestion of a plan for the admission of: 
future states appeared.

‘the great defect of the confederation 
was the lack of a distinct and separate 
execulive. toe supply this need Jelferson 
proposed a committee of one from eacn 
state. ‘this plural executive was tried, 
but the experiment was a failure. ‘Lau 
committee proved to be but a smaller 
congress, torn by the same factions. 

Mr. Jefferson was, perhaps, the tirst of 
our statesmen who had a ciear conception 
of what the American system of govern- 
ment should be—separate states, each 
acting as it saw fit in the management 
ot its domestic concerns, but uniting as 
vue in the transaction of foreign aftiairs. 


CHAPTER XXVIII. 

On May 7, 1784, congress resolved to gend 
a third minister piemipotentiary to ku- 
rope to assist Benjamin Franklin and Jonn 
Adamg in negotiating commercial trea- 
ues. Mr, Jefferson reveived this appoint- 
ment; and on the llth of May, lis, he 


set out to join his coileagues who were 


aiready in Europe. Going by Way oOo 
Philagelpnia to get his daughter Martha, 
he visited the New England states to ta- 
miliarize himselfj with those matters of 
commerce with which his duties would re- 
to deal. On July 6 he sailed 
reached Engiand after a 
voyage which was uneventful, and, cross- 
ing the channel, arrived in Paris on the 
t of August. 
gt ~y no doubt that Mr. Jefferson 
found a great deal of enjoyment in his 
neW oftice. It removed him from Monti- 
cello at a time when home had no charms.

New York Times: It is an ill wind 
that blows nobody good. The advent of 
flytime, se much detested by housekeep- 
ers, puts money into the pockets of 
many men who put snow seenes and 
ships encountering icebergs on the wall 
mirrors of eating houses and saloons on 
the East and West Sides.

Wares have 
Several 
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Shocking and Shredding Corn. 


Several correspondents have requested 


that the details of the method of harvest- , 


ing corn by cutting down the stalks and 
curing the same in shocks be published 
again. I have no doubt that very many 
others. will be glad to see such a Fe- 
publication. If I could thereby induce 
seferal thousand southern farmers to 
adopt this method I would not hesitate 
to keep the description as standing matter 
throughout the month of August. 1 con- 
sider it the greatest stroke of economy 
that may be at once inaugurated and 
practiced by a farmer. In one hours 
time a farmer can make every essential 
preparation for doing the work. One may 
read this article during the noon hour 
of the day he commences the hot and 
exhausting and profitless work of ‘‘pull- 
ing fodder,’ become a convert to the 
‘shocking’ method, and put it into prac- 
tical] operation when the hands go to 
work after dinner. All that is needed is 
a plece of small plow line, 6 feet long, 
with a trace ring tied at one end of it, a 
few sharp weeding hoes, a frame or 
“shocker” upon which to stand while 
tying a shock, and a supply of ordinary 
baling or binder twine. 

The proper time to cnt and shock corn 
is about one week later than the stage 
at which farmers are accustomed to 
“pull fodder.’’ If it be a little later no 
harm will result except the few addi- 
tional blades that may turn brown if 
the weather be hot and dry, which wilk 
then be liable to loss if a rain occurs, 
The work of cutting may be done regard- 
less of the weather, provided it be not 
actually raining at the time. I have had 
the hands engaged at cutting and shock- 
ing to be “run In” by a heavy shower 
of rain, and resume the work so soon 
as the rain ceased, the only result being 
a Siigit vs tting from handling the wet 
stalks. 

The stalks may be cut down with a 
sharp weeding hoe, 3 or 4 inches above 
the ground, or with a regular corn stalk 
harvester, which. will cut a row as fast 
as a team of two horses will draw it, 
and tie the stalks in bundles of fifteen to 
twenty stalks. From 150 to 300 stalks, 
varying inversely according to their 
height and size, may be put into one 
shock. Where the stalks are more than 
6 or 8 feet in height it is well to use a 
“shocker,” which is nothing more than a 
piece of scantling 3 by 4 Inches by 12 or 
14 feet long, with two legs 6 or 6 feet 
long put on the ground. There should 
be a 1 1-2 inch hole bored horigontally 
through the scantling about 4 feet from 
the legs and a loosely fitting pin, or rod, 
4 or 5 feet long, insreted to its middle 
point in the hole. The use of the shocker 
will be at once obvious: Place it at the 
position where you wish to make a shock. 
Bring the cut corn (as soon as cut, if de- 
sired) by armfuls to the shocker and 
place in first one and then another of the 
four angles formed by the rod and the 
scantling, until the desired number of 
Stalks is thus placed. Then one man 
mounts on the lower side of the shocker, 
throws the rope around the top, places 
the hand end of the rope through the 
ring tied at the other end and draws 
the top of the shock together as tightly 
as possible a little below the tassels. 
Then tie tightly with strong twine and 
The rod is 
then withdrawn and the shocker moved 
to the place for the next shock. Care 
should be used.to jab each bundle of 
stalks firmly against the ground while 
holdings them in the slanting position in 
which they should stand. Let the butt- 
ends of the stalks spread out somewhat. 

It is a good idea to go over the field 
a week or ten days after building the 
shocks and tighten the twine, as the 
stalks will shrink a good deal in that 
time. 

How long should the shocks stand in 
the field before they will be ready to haul 


up to the barn yard? It is like asking 
the na ghey hdy i after cut fruit is 
put out to dry Refore it will be dry. The

answer in both cases would be—‘“it de- 
pends on the weather and the size of the 
Stalks, or the size and thickness of the 
Pieces Of fruit.” That is to say, 
shocks should remain in the field until 
the ears are dry enough for the crib and 
the stalks dry enough to shred and keep 
sound. With no rain at all, and open, 
hot weather I have known the Shocks 
to be sufficiently dry in four weeks. Un- 
der more unfavorable conditions, five, 
six or even eight weeks may be re- 
quired. It is important, however. that 
the stalks should be absolutely air dry, 
else the shredded stuff will not keep well. 
Some may ask if the ears of corn will 
be as heavy after cutting and shocking 
and curing as they would be if left to 
dry on the stalk as usual. The answer 
is—yes. The ears do not lose weight by 
this process of harvesting, in comparison 
with the common method. On the con- 
trary, experiments indicate that the 
grain of corn so harvested will be a little 
heavier, because it was cut a little later 
than the fodder-pulling stage. It should 
be understood that if the blades ba 
Stripped from a living stalk of corn all 
vital processes cease at once, just as 
promptly as if the stalk were cut down 
or pulled up by the roots. 

Do stock eat the shredded corn with a 
relish? The answer is—yes, especially cat- 
tle. It is not so good as cured corn 
blades (in the old way), nor as well cured 
crabgrass hay, nor nearly so £00d as 
good cowpea hay, or alfalfa, or clover 
hay. But it Is better than cotton seed 
hulls, better than oat straw, much bet- 
ter than wheat straw, better than shucks, 
even better than No. 2 timothy hay (such 
as our Kind western friends send us) and 
infinitely better than nothing! 

According to careful experimentation 
and estimates the amount of actual gain 
by the process is about as follows: Where 
a field yields 30 to 40 bushels of shelled 
corn per acre the yield of dry, shredded 
stalks (exclusive of the blades) would be 
about 40 pounds for each bushel of corn, 
At $:2 per ton these 40 pounds would be 
worth about 24 cents. Corn yielding less 
than 30 or 40 bushels would probably 
give a somewhat larger yield of stalk in 
proportion. Suppose a farmer makes 
1,000 bushels of shelled corn. Then, al- 
lowing 40 pounds of stalks (excluding the 
blades) to the bushel he will secure 40,000 
pounds of shredded corn stalks, or 20 
tons! And this in addition to the blade 
fodder which is also saved, but not in- 
cluded in the above calculation. 

Another advantage, and it Is no small 
item, is that the corn stalks are thus 
got out of the way of preparing the land 
for oats, wheat or other crops, and many 
insects destroyed which habitually fimd 
secure winter quarters in the dead corn 
staiks and will be ready to come forth 
with renewed life and hungry maws to 
commence their work of destruction in 
the spring. 

Now, let some plain arithmetician mul- 
tiply 35,000,000 bushels of corn—a fair 
corn crop for Georgia—by forty, and h 
will be astounded at the product. It wi 
be no legs than 700,000 torts of good 
roughage—more than twice the total 
amount of cotton seed hulls that might 
be got out of the entire cgiton crop of 
Georgia! 

It would be nearly th times the 
possible weight of cured corn blades as 
usually harvested. It would be enough to 
give each of the %60,000 cows Georgia 
2,000 pounds of forage... At $10 per ton 
it would equal in value the total cost of 
all the eommercial fertilizers used in 
Georgia in one year. R. J. REDDING.

Washington, August 1.-4Postmaster 
General Payne resumed his official duties 
at the department foday. He had a long 
conference with his assistants during the 
morning and for several hours talked 
over the investigation with Fourth As- 
sistant Bristow. The latter reviewed 
everything that has been done during Mr. 


Payne’s absence. 

Mr. Payne said that it could not by any 
means be said that the investigation was 
ended, although he hoped the end was in 
sight. He said it might be completed tin 
four weeks, but it was impossible to fix 
any exact, date. He said the president, 
in common with himself and Fourth As- 
sistant Postmaster General Bristow, will 
be glad wheh the investigation is over, 
but that none of them wants the inquiry 
closed until every irregularity has been 
ferreted out. 

Mr. Payne pointed out that inspectors 
are working on the cases in various paris 
of the country and developments not now 
foreseen may occur at any timé. Mr. 
Payne. declared that every one against 
whom any evidence has been found will 
be treated according to the evidence and 
tuat no one will be shielded by the de- 
partment.

ON PROTESTANT 


Catholic Bishop Sounds Dis- 
cordant Note at King Ed- 
ward’s Reception. 


Cork, August 1.—The firing of the royal 
salute and cheering welcomed King Ed- 
ward, Queen Alexandra and the royal 
party on their arrival at Cork this morn- 
ing on board the royal yacht Victoria and 
Albert from Berhaven The port was 
bright with bunting, the whole town was 
well decorated, and the streets were filled 
With jubilant sightseers. 

The jord mayor and corporation of Cork 
welcomed the visitors when they landed. 
Their majesties drove through the deco- 
rated streets, which were lined with 
troops and blue jackets, to the race 
course, where the king presented colors 
to two Irish regiments. 

The Catholic:bishop of Cork was in- 
vited to assist at the ceremonies of bless- 
ing the colors, most of the men being 
Catholics,-but he refused to be associated 
the Protestant chaplain. 

During the afternoon their majesties 
visited the exposition. The royal pro- 
cession to the grounds was greeted every- 
where with the same warmth that 
marked the previous functions during the 
king’s tour. Addresses were presented 
Dy several local bodies, to which the 
King replied, saying that his previous 
great interest in the welfare of Ireland 
had been further deepened by his recent 
visit. He had gained a clearer insight 
into the conditions of Irish Hife and 
hoped that the legislation in which par- 
liament was engaged in would powerfully 
contribute to the prosperity and con- 
tentment of the Irish people. Good laws 
alone would not secure that end. There 
was need of better industrial training.

Queenstown, August 1.—Thelr majes- 
ties subsequently returned to Queens- 
town, where they received further ad- 
dresses. The king in his farewell reply 
said that the peopl could rest assured 
that he had the interest of Ireland at 
Leart, which remark elicited vociferous 
cheering and much waving of flags and 
hats.

Montgomery. Ala., August 1.—(Special.) 
The letter of General John B. Gordon, 
commander in chief of the United Con- 
federate Veterans, to General George P. 
Harrison, commander of the Alabama di- 
vision of the United Confederate Veter- 
ans, suggesting the impropriety of J. 
Thomas Heflin, secretary of state, mak- 
ing a speech at a confederate reunion, 
to be held at Springville, in St. Clair 
county, taking issue with Judge Jones 
in his charge to the jury tn the cele- 
brated Turner peonage case, was the 
sensation of the week in Alabama poli- 
tics. 

Mr. Heflin had been Mvited to make a 
speech at the reunion of the several con- 
federate camps of St. Clair, Calhoun, 
Cherokee and two other’ surrounding 
counties. This fact was published in The 
Constitution, together with the additional 
statement that Mr. Heflin might take 
occasion in his speech to reply to some 
of the criticisms on his speech made by 
certain newspapers, and to reassert his 
position that Judge Jones had assailed 
the time-honored right of trial by jury. 

Judge Jones, it will be recalled, charged 
the jury in the Turner peonage case that 
the evidence was undisputed and that the 
fact of the guilt of the defendant was 
clear, and that it should find the defend- 
ant guilty. The jury failed to find Turner 
guilty and Judge Jones in dismissing the 
jury told its members; that they had 
perjured themselves. 

Mr. Heflin, in a recent speech before 
the confederate veterans of Crenshaw 
@ounty, denounced Judge Jones’ action. 
and declared that Midge Jones had assail- 
ed the time-honored right of trial 
jury; that he had sougnt to assume the 
functions of the judge and the jury, had 
invaded the sacred provinces of the jury 
and in this had gone beyond his limits as 
a federal judge. 

Some of the newspapers, frendly to 
Judge Jones. have assailed Mr. Heffin for 
this assault, as they term it, upon the 
judiciary, and declare he has made the 
mistake of his life. 

It was understood that Mr. Heflin would 
reply to these attacks and atfempt to jus- 
tify his position at the Springville re- 
union, to which he was invited to speak, 
but General Gordon's letter urging the 
veterans that it would be a violation of 
the constitution of the association to hear 
on occasions of reunions politics discussed 
has probably settled this matter, but as 
yet, so it is learned today. Mr. Heflin has 
not been informed that his invitation has 
been withdrawn. It is understood that 
Mr., Heflin takes the position that the 
discussion of the trial of right by jury is 
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was anything but harmony at the meet- 
ing and as a result no agreement was 
reached and the matter stands as far 
from a settlement as it did when the 
meeting was held in Atlanta last month 
at which time an adjournment was taken 
untill today. 

The railroads contend that they see no 
reason why crossties should not be put 
on an equal footing with lumber and. say 
that their respective lines cannot haul 
ties for less than the regular lumber rate 

The crossties merchants claim that if 
the rate on ties is advanced to an equality 
with lumber the business will have to be 
discontinued altogether, claiming that it 
is utterly impossible for them to pay 
the advanced rate. There the matter 
stands and the meeting today resulted 
in nothing and the case will in all proba- 
bility be referred back to the railroad 
commission.

Boston, August 1.—In cotton manufac- 
turing circles in this city it is expected 
more than 2,000,000 spindles will be idle 
through the north during the month of 
August, due mainly to the high prices 
in the cotton market and the hesitancy 
of purchasers of goods to agree to any 
marked “advance while any raw material, 
purchased before the rise, remains in the 
store houses. : 

Attempts have been made to induce 
all cotton manufacturers to enter a gen- 
eral agreement to shut down for 4 
stated period or on certain days of each 
week. but owing to a large number of 
unfinished contracts in ironclad agree- 
ments it was deemed inexpediont at this 
time. 

The conditions in the cotton market 
have caused much inconventence fn Fall 
River, the textile center of North Amer- 
ica. About one-third of the thirty thou- 
sand operatives there have been idle this 
week and of the 4,000,000 spindles, 700,000 
will not be working next week. 

‘In Lowell, another leading mill center, 
the high price of cotton has not had 
any noticeable effect on account of the 
long shut down of six corporations dur- 
ing the strike of the operatives last 
spring. 

In Maine mills at Lewiston. Lisbon and 
Brunswick will shut down for two 
weeks. 

Among other corporations which also 
will ourtall their production are the 
Queen City, of Baltimore, and the North 
Pownall, of Pownall, Vt., the Monadnock 
mills of Claremont, and the Cocheco 
mills of Dover, N. H.; the Vernon mills, 
of Dorvill, N. H., and other plants in the 
latter state and several of the corpora- 
tions in the Quinebag valley, eastern Con; 
necticut. 

There is a confident feeling in some 
cotton mill offices that after September 
is well advanced a general imprpvement 
in market conditions will occur.

CYCLE RACING HAS PROVED — 
UNPROFITABLE IN NORTH 


The present cycle pace racing season, 
now drawing to a close in the north, 
has been a losing proposition both to the 
riders and the promotors. Since Decora- 
tion day, when Harry Elkes fell to his 
death, bad luck seems to have followed 
the game, and in consequence the season 
wilt close’ at least a month earlier than 
usual, 

The weather has been the _ greatest 
“knocker,”’ as in the last eighteen meets 
scheduled the promotors were only able 
to pull off but three, and these had been 
postponed so often interest had died out 
before the race took place. During the 
last week’ a six-day race of one nour @ 
night was to take place on the Charlies 
River track, but out of six days on only 
two nights has the race been run. 

Next week there will be two six-day 
races, same style, on at two tracks in 
Boston, for Caldwell, DeGuichard. Law- 
son, and Munroe will be finishing at 
Charles River, while Walthour, Leander, 
Moran, Butler and McLean will be on 
at Revere Beach.

Thus cramp- 
ed and hampered, will they be able to give 
southern fanatics the article of ball which 
they are willing to pay for.to see? 


Has Been Paying Well. 

Two things are well Known—southern 
lovers of the sport have this year been 
witnessing as fast ball as is being played 
anywhere in America tAivy outside ®of 
big league ranks. Baseball in the south 
has been a paying proposition this yeai, 
according to the statements of the man- 
agers, and according to bulletins issued 
from the office of President KFavanaugh. 

It is generally conceded that.Montgom- 
ery and Shreveport are drawing sthe 
smallest crowds in the league this season, 
and yel ic was no less a person than Lew 
Whistler who set up a how! and a pro- 
test when it was intimated a short while 
back that the franchise would be taken 
from the Alabama capital and given to 
either Chattanooga or Mobile. He came 
out immediately in an interview saying 
that Montgomery was paying, and that 
the owners of the franchise in that city 
would not agree to give up their holding. 


Furthermore, it !s not at all likely that, 


Shreveport would be willing t 
her privilege of enjoying the natic .. 
sport during the summer months. It has 
been reported from Little Rock that ball 
was not paying in that city, yet Mique 
Finn has been on the lookout for more 
material. and has been willing to pay for 
it, and has been jaying for it. 
Present Salaries. 
According to Newt Fisher the present 
salary list in the Southern League per

month is as follows: Memphis, $3,700: New 
Orleans, $3,000; Shreveport, $2,750; Little 
Rock and Birmingham, $2,500; Atlanta, 
$2,400; Montgomery, $2,200, and Nashville, 
$1,700. In the face of his own state- 
ment, and in view of the fact he has 
been playing up around with the other 
leaders, Newt is the first fellow to raise 
a howl about the salaries being too high. 

Of course, we realize that there is such 
a thing possible as one or two clubs of 
the larger cities being able to swamp 
those of the smaller cities by buying 
players who are entirely above the others 
in the first class, but that very thing 
has not been done this year, as Memphis, 
the leader, is only a few points in the 
lead, even with the high salaries, and 
New Orleans, with salaries (if the truth 
were known) as high if not higher than 
Memphis, ‘is gracefully tacking on to 
the rear. 

In the name of the fans who want to 
see fast baseball in the south, and also 
in the interest of tne players, we are op- 
posed to such a reduction and the plac- 
ing of such a limit as General Newt 
Fisher advocates. We believe the fans 
are willing to pay to see fast baseball, 
but that they will not pay out their good- 
ly coin of the realm to witness punky 
ball by’ poorly paid players. 


What Newt Says. 
Newt's side of the 
as follows:

“I'gave out the information that 
peared in the papers some days ago 
about the size of salaries now paid to 
the players in this league. The figures 
that I gave out are correct, perhaps with 
the exception of the New Orleans club, 
which I think I put down a few hundred 
too low, but all the rest are absolutely 
correct. The salaries paid by some of 
the clubs are out of all proportion to the 
patronage that some of the clubs are 
receiving, and unless a salary limit is 
fixed so.re of the smaller clubs will be 
bankrupt»d sooner or later. Memphis is 
paying far too high salaries for the draw- 
ing qualities of the club. It is the same 
way with Shreveport and Montgomery, 
neither of which are drawing any too 
well.

The Pelicans can pay 
$1,000 a month more than the highest 
priced club in the league and make 
money. New Orleans can pay National 
or American Weague saisaries, while some 
of the other cities can just about pay 
Cotton States League salaries and no 
more. The, patronage this season has 
been of the best; but suppose it is peor 
next season, some of the clubs with high 
salaries are bound to go under 
Circuit Ail] be destroyed. To prevent 
any mishap of this kind I Intend to in- 
troduce a resolution at the next meeting 
of the league fixing a salary Umit for 
the clubs. One of the sections of the 
resolution will be to allow the New Or- 
*lans club to pay $1,000 a month more 
than any other club, as the city can pay 
it without trouble, for they are the back- 
bone of the Southern League. Without 
New Orleans the Southern League would 
not exist a month. The patronage given 
the local team and what it pays the vis- 
iting teams is what keeps the league go- 
ing. and it !s for this reason that I be- 
lieve in allowing them to pay $1,000 a 
month more for salaries than the other 
teams, s0 as to have a club that will 
always be up in the race.”

Collars, or heads, 
are left on the bolts, and after a hole 
is drilled in the stone a couple of short, 
Small holes drilled at an angle to 
the big hole.

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National Banks. 


Buffalo Express: The report of the comp- 
froller of the currency for the last fiscal 
year shows a gratifying increase in the num- 
ber of national banks. In the year ended on 
June 30,537 national banking associations 
were organized with an aggregate capital of 
$33,696,500. Of theee, 3/0, with a capitali- 
zation of $17,295,500, were banks of primary 
organization; the remainder were conversions 
of state banks and reorganizations of state 
and private banks. It is interesting to note 
that an unusual number of national banks 
were organized in June and that this gain 
is attributed in part to Secretary Shaw's 

Uv, 000,000 petenanng, Sar which has 
made a large number of 2 per cent bonds 
avallable. These bonds have special aead- 
vantages as a basis for circulation. 

At the time the banking act of 1900 was 
adopted there were in existence 3,617 na- 
tiona] banking associations. Since then 1,598 
banks, with a total capitalization of $96,- 
045.506. have been organized. These figures 
include one bank in Hawall, with a capital 
of $25000, and one with a capital of $§00,- 
000, and one in Porto Rico with a capital of 
$100,000. The tanking act of March 14, 
1900. avas designed mainly to encourage the 
growtly of small banks—that is, those having 
a capital of from $26,000 to $50,000. Since 
the enactment of the law 1,041 such banks, 
with a total vapitalization of $27.175,000. 
have been organized. It was expected that 
the emall*cities and the towns in the farm- 
ing communities would egpecially profit by 
the act. and it would seem that such has 
been the case.

just how the people of France live 
farm, remarking incidentally that from 
what he could see in a yisit to our coun- 
try, the lands here weré just as good and 
would vield as well under the same treat- 
ment and methods as .is practiced if 
France. 

To start with, the schools are brought 
to the children instea@ of the children 
having to go to the schools. The churches 
also and the conveniences of village life 
are brought to the pegple and the lonell- 
ness of living in the country and pursuing 
agriculture is done away with, 

These French farmers, from this gen- 
tleman’s account, Hive in villages some- 
thing on the order of plantation negro 
quarters of before the war, saving, of 
course, that the houses are of brick in- 
stead of logs, and the place hag the alr 
of comfort and freedom rather than that 
of the quarter for slaves. Instead of 
the farmer butlding to be in the midst of 
his work, they build for the coveniences 
of their families. Instead of the chil- 
dren having to travel three and four 
milea along — and dangerous Toads 
to arrive at school, the’ school is at 
home, and the men travel! the distance to 
their work. Instead of, the good wife 
having to remain in a lonely home day 
after day by herself and little children. 
She is given the sociability of village con- 
tact and the conveniences thereof. 

To -hear this gentleman talk, should 
fall as a suggestion to the land owners 
of the south. No one @an doubt but that 
the loneliness of country life in Georgia 
has much to do with the dissatisfaction 
that has appeared in our country homes, 
This is so true that we may talk about 
other things as much as we please, but 
it will do no good till country life is re- 
lieved of its loneliness, and has the 
‘other advantages of people living clos® 
together as in villages. The truth is 
that if rough, strong men had to stay 
all alone in some of the houses where 
fratl and timid: women do stay day after 
day, and often at night, there would be 
no living in the cotntry—men would 
never stand the loneliness, much less the 
fear, that lurks in the conditions of life 
on the farm: here in Georgia. Then, I 
say, as 1 have said before in other con- 
nections, these drawbacks .must be’ re- 
lHeved; it should be every man’s desire 
to correct every drawback that attaches 
to farming, and how to do this Is the 
greatest’ question that confronts the 
southern people today. 

These suggestions from strangers with- 
in our gates.are well worthy of consid- 
eration—this Is the wag to learn. The 
northern visitors laugh at out implements, 
at our little mules and Texas ponies and 
slip-shod harness, and so on, They all 
agree that people in the north would 
starvé under such methods and thus pay 
a deserved compliment toe the soil and 
climate of the south., But the making 
of greater quantities of produce is not 
the most important thing. How to re- 
lieve the anxiety and Joneliness of coun- 
try life is the more important. What 
matters it if abundance-in produce is 
everywhere upon the farm if the good 
wife lives in loneliness ‘and constant 
dread. Of course an- &bundance of prod- 
uce is to be desired, and we should 
consider every suggestion that points to 
that, but other matters must be con- 
sidered also. Schoolg, churches and 
sometiing of conveniences as attach fo 
the village idea ts just as important as the 
abundance of produce an@ the dread and 
loneliness must be relleve@ or this abund- 
ance fails to satisfy and agriculture 
stands a crippled industry. 

I tave been impressed from listening 
to this French gentleman that this farm- 
ing from a village is.entirely praeticable 
hete in Georgia. Conbentrate the homes 
of a settlement in some central location 
without reference to the roads as they

‘Tl yenture to say that if a man or @ 
corporation should establish a dairy ad- 
jacent to the city on one of the suburban 
trolley Jines, making the grounds attrac- 
tive by neat fences, clean well-cared for 
pastures and then putting into practice 
modern scientific dairy methods in the 
handling of his cows he would make a4 
fortune in Atlanta and could charge al- 
most any pricg he pleased for his milk at 
that.

BEFORE SOUTHERN ROADS 


N a. talk with a representative of } 


. The Constitution, a prominent railroad 
man, who ‘has given the subject of 
immigration to the south special attcn- 
tion, had the following. to say: 
“The vital question before southeast- 
ern lines today is: How can we get a 
stream of live, honest and thrifty fmmi- 
grants pouring into the southeastern 
states? It is quite evident from the in- 
tereSt already manifested and the redue- 
tions In fares already arranged that much 
in this direction will be accomplished. 
“But why should the railroads do it all? 
To be sure; fhe benefits from their ef- 
forts will repay them ten-fold, but if the 
legislative, municipal, commercial and 


educational bodies, and the influential in- 


southeast are 
in this move- 


dividuals throughout the 
stimulated to ag interest 
ment to the extent of compiling and pub- 
lishing, thereof, lit- 
erature and@ statistics covering their own 
localities. the burden will be that mucn 
less. Can not this interest be awakened 
Dy judicious handling? The railroads 
should, however, watch and 
give strict supervision to all efforts be- 
ing put forth the territory 
to the end that false reports and mis- 
representations generally as -to conditions 
and results which may be attained are 
not sent out. 

“To what, if any. particular 
immigrants should the railroads give the 
most attention? The agricultural inter- 
ests are. of the hackbone of any 
section. To one who has looked into the 
conditions in the southeast it is only too 
apparent that its weakest point. 
The manufacturer, the: merchant or the 
laborer, who comes as a result 
efforts in behalf of immigration to settle 
in the cities and towns of the southaest, 
will look for and be able to get without 
much effort the advantages, opportunities 
and environments he seeks, but the man 
who comes to settle beyond the limits of 
the cities and towns, beyond the whirr of 
street cars and the glare of electric Hghts 
—the man who asks, How many bushels 
of grain or how many pounds gf cotton, 
or how many bushels of peaches, is it 
possible for me to raise on a farm in 
this or that staté, and what school facil- 
ities have you fer my children? is the 
man. the most to be desired, and is the 
man who déserves consideration today. 
Hie is the representative of dhe class 
who demand in behalf of the permanent 
upbuilding of the section our most earnest 
efforts No false representations In con- 
nection with what he may be able to 
accomplish in field, garden or orchard, 
or what facilities there are or 
will be provided for his children shuogld 
be_ made to him. These may be detaila, 
but are they not details which should 
have, for the present, and throughout the 
entire campaign, the most constant and 
careful attention?: If not, will not the 
movement at the end of five or ten years’ 
campeign proved to have accomplished 
nothing; but, on the other hand. to have 
done very much more harm than good? 

“Should not some thought at the pres- 
ent time be given to our duties to the 
immigrant when he presents himself in 
respopse to our -invitation and settfts 
within our midst? Will his brother work- 
@rs already in the southeast extend to 
him the cordial welcome that should be 
forthcoming? Can he make the crop as 
represented in the prospectus sent him. 
without a timely suggestion or two from 
the man already -on the ground who 
knows something of the conditions and 
what is to be guarded against? Will our 
obligations in an educational way be car- 
ried out, and in such a manner as to 
meet the requirements of the newcomers’ 
case, whether he be from within the 
borders of our own country or from 
abroad? Since this movement {fs for the 
permanent good of the southeast this side 
of the quéstion ts vital, and should receive 
the most painstaking care and attention 
from representatives of the rafiway lines 
throughout the entire campaign, not sim- 
ply because the railroads are, forsooth.

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MARVELS OF MOTOR RACER; 
GREAT GROWTH IN SPEED 


Tit Bits: The motor car of nine years 
ago would have found it difficult to hold 
its Own Over a long course with a racing 
cyclist. In the race from Paris to Rouen 
in 1894 the winning car only just aver- 
aged a speed of 13 miles an hour, and 
that was thought a feat to wonder at. 
In the following year the journey from 
Paris to Bordeaux and back, a distance 
Of 655 miles, actually occupied the win- 
ning car forty-eight hours and as many 
minutes, representing an 
of Only 14.8 miles an hour, allowing for 
traveling through towns. The winner's 
engine in this, ag in the Paris to Rouen 
Trace, was of 4-horsé power, which con- 
trasts oddly with the 100-horse power mon- 
sters of today. 

The following year saw the Paris-Mar- 
sellles race, which wag won by a 6-hcrse 
power machine in 67 hourg 42 minutes. 
traveling at an average speed of 15 1-2 
miles an hour, a rate of progression still 
inferior to that of a bicycle and scarcely 
ta be compared even with that of a subur- 
han express. *

In 1897 the journey from Paris to Dieppe 
Was covered in 4 hours 20 minutes by a 
6-horse power machine: and in the Nice- 


Monte Carlo race an average speed of 17.36 | 


milés an hour was reached. It is at this 
atagze—only six years ago-that the real | 
development in racing speed began. for in 
1888. the trip from Paris to Bordeaux was 
made by a 6-horse power machine ‘%n 
fifteen and one-fourth hours, which was a 
considerable advance on the twenty-four 
hours of the earlier contest in- 1895; and | 
the race from Marseilles to Nice was run | 
at the respectable speed of 34 kilometers. | 
er 21 miles an hour. In the | 
a better performance was witnessed in 
the race from Paris to Amsterdam and | 
back, which occupied four minutes over 
thirty-three hours, representing a speed of | 
27.28 miles an hour. 

Now, at any rate. the motor car has 
triumphed over the bicycle, and fs on the | 
way to challenge-the locomotive for suwu- | 
premacy. ! 

Four years ago, in 1899, the Paris-Bor- | 
déaux journey was reduced to 11 hours 43 | 
minutes, or less than half the time taken | 
four years earlier, the average speed ris- 
ing to within a small fraction of 30 miles 
an hour, which was a mile and a quarter | 
better than the speed in the Tour de) 
France contest of the same vear; although 
in t&e latter race a 16-horse power ma 
chine was the winner and a 12-horse pow- 
er car in the former. 

It was, however, on May 29, 1991, that the | 
enormous speed possibilities of the auto- | 
mobile revealed themselves in a sensa- 
tional manner. Thé race was from Bor- 
deaux to Paris, 327 1-2 miles, a deduction 
of 17 1-4 miles being made for traveling 
through towns, with a time allowance of 
2 hours 37 minutes. The distance was cov- 
ered by Fournier, who was driving a car 
of 60-horse power in 6 hours 7 minutes 44 
seconds, or little more than a quarter of 
the 1895 time. During the race Fournier 
frequently traveléd at over 70 miles an 
hour, and throughout he maintained an 
average speed of 53 1-2 miles, thus rough- 
ly making a tie with our fastest express 
trains. 

In the Paris to Berlin race of the same 
year, which was run by Fournier in 16 
hors 6 minutes, engines of 60-horse power 
were again used, and 60 miles am hour was 
often left behind. Next year, 182, it was 
a 70-horse power car that won the circuit 
of the Ardennes race in seven minutes 
under six hours; and this year witnessed 
the birth of the 100-horse power cars, 
monsters that can maintain an average 
sped of 65 miles an hour on the high roads 
and can be driven up to something like 
®. This time the Paris to Bordeaux trip 
was reduced to five and a quarter hours. 

Thus in nine years the racing motor 
has developed from 4-horse power to 100- 
horse power, and from an average speed 
of 13 to @ miles an hour.

New Anglo-American Playwright Makes a Big Hit 
By Supplying It---Archer on Evening 
Dress.

July 20.—When a young and 
unknown playwright really 
plece of work in London— 
and gets it put on—he receives wonder- 
fully prompt and full recognition. Thus, 
one of the papers this mornin# comes out 
with large, first page headlines devoted 
to Hubert Davies, an Anglo-American of 
23 whose bright comedy, ‘‘Cousin Kate,’ 
was produced* at the Haymarket. The 
satirical Mr. Walkley gives the play a 
column of unwonted laudation in The 
Times, and the other papers are in tune. 

It is all rather significant, because 
“Cousin Kate’ isn’t in the least ‘tre- 
mendous,’’ or anything of the sort. It 
hasn't much plot, and what little there 
is of it deals with the old story of the 
peacemaker in a love tiff falling in love 
with one of the pair. But the young au- 
thor has such a knack for simple, easy, 
jolly dialogue and happy situations, and 
bits of comedy that grow naturally out 
of the story and reveal pleasant human 
nature that pit, stalls and critics alike 
fell on his neck and wept for joy, so to 
speak, at the end of the play. 

The lucky author is an Englishman 
who has lived for some time in America 
and is better Known there than here, 
owing to Elsie de Wolfe's production of 
his ‘‘Cynthia’’ in New York last March, 
and one or two little plays brought out 
in San Francisco. His first appearance 
over here was as the author of “Mrs. 
Gorringe’s Necklace,” which is still run- 
ning at Wyndham’'s theater. That was 
a fairly gocd play, and everybody said 
it gave promise of better things—wherein 
“everybody” hit it off for once. It hap- 
pens, though, that ‘‘Cousin Kate’ was 
written first. Mr. Davies is already at 
work on two other plays commissioned 
by Sir Charles Wyndham and Cyril 
Maude.

ise Convict Bil] Should Be Adopted. 


— 


The compromiée bill on thé convict lease question was defeated a few 
days ago by the narrow wargin of two votes in the house of representatives. 
Efforts, since the reconsideration of the bill, have been made to remove 
objectionable details and secure the necessary constitutional majority 
to enact it. It is reasonable to expect that with the substitution of eight 
year and less term felony convicts for those of ten years and less mauy 
will vote for the measure who previously opposed it, and that as so 


amended the substitute will pass. 


No one claims that even then the bill would be acceptable to all the 
advocates on either side of the recent debates, but something must be 
done to meet the emergency of declaring a policy concerning the con- 
victsnd this bill] at least presents the desirable opportunity to test op- 


posing theories, 


It will allow counties that desire to do so to try the 


experiment of working convicts upon public roads and so demonstrate 


the profitableness or otherwise of that plan. 


On the other hand it re 


quires the leasing as heretofore of all convicts sentenced for terms over 
elght wars. It-does-not change by a jot or tittle the authority of the 
prison commission to follow up, centrol and regulate the management of 
the felony convicts retained by such counties as desire to work them. 
That cbiection is not validate? by any word or clause of the Dill. 

The financial returns of the leased convicts are equitably adjusted. 
The couuties reserving their convicts release their pro rata of the con- 


vict hire heretofore paid to their school funds. 


The whole hire re- 


ceived by the state is pro rated among the other counties, thus giving to 
them an actually larger cash return than they now receive. 

The provisions of the proposed law are in direct line with the sug- 
gestions contcined in the message of Governor Terrell and for that reason 
have his approval and will receive his indorsement should the bill be 


presented to him. 


It is said that the prison commission, jealous as it is zealous to 


perform its duties with the greatest wisdom and good to the 


state, 


through its able chairman, Judge Turner, finds the general plan of the 
substitute to be acceptable, as reaching a long way toward the final solu- 
tion of the convict problem. Such indorsements from the executive and 
these commissioners should go far to convince non-expert students of 
the question that good is intended and will come out of this measure, if 


sanctioned by the legislature. 


The contending parties should get together on this compromise and 


give the alternatives it embodies a fair trial. 


If the use of felony con- 


victs by the counties employing them shall prove ufacceptable the use 
of them will be abandoned and some other method of substituting the 


leasing system will then come to the front. 


The people expect this 


tentative programme to be enacted now and the line of endeavor to 
do away with a system under the ban of humane judgments taken up and 
tried out in actual demonstrations. 

The objective to be aimed at is to find that system of employing our 
convicts that will fulfill the exact duties of humanity, the obligations of 
the state to society, and the least burden upon the people whose rights 


have been despoiled by these convicts. 


Sympathy for convicts should 


never outrun sympathy for the people who have been their prey and 
whose injuries cannot be adequately repaired. 

Still Georgia wants and will have a convict system that rational men 
and of right governmental and humaie principles cannot object tv, and the 
compromise bill as proposed is a gocd, long reach in search of the prac- 


tical details of that system.

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The People Demand Pure Milk. 
The milk test report of the city bac- 

teriologist, published in The Consti- 

tution yesterday morning, aroused the 
interest of the whole city. Evidently 
it was not a pleasant thing “to be the 
milkman” yesterday. Heads of fam- 
ilies and mothers of babies were on 
the war path from the stock yards to 
far out on the Snapping Shoals road. 

The sensation emphasizes two im- 
portant things, the first of them being 
the vital value of city inspections of 
milk, meats, vegetables and all other 
sorts of foodstuffs offered for consump- 
tion by the public. Some time ago 
when the pure food bill passed in [Hli- 
nois it was said that to the food pack- 
ers it meant the destruction of 24,000 
tons of foodstuffs on hand or the ship- 
ping of them south, where no pure 
food laws are enforced.” 

One of the fundamental purposes of 
government is the protection of the 
public health and the supreme court 
of the United States has said that no 
legislative body can lawfully discharge 
itself from this duty. Nothing comes 
so near to poisoning the fountains of 
health as bad milk—the diet of babies 
and the aged, the tipple of the tem- 
perate and the menstruum of the milk 
punch. So that in most of the grow- 
ing and great cities of the country 
the purity of the milk supply is even 
more highly esteemed than the water 
supply. 

The health officer of Atlanta has 
done well in causing this examination 
and report to be made public, and the 
board of health can do nothing less 
than inaugurate a thorough reforma- 
tion of the milk business conducted 
throughout the city. The people have 
confidence that the board will do this, 
but will be anxious and suspicious 
until their milkmen can flash up cer- 
tificates from the authorities that their 
dairies are sanitary and their milk 
clean and wholesome for human beings 
to drink. 

Atlanta’s long time immunity from 
serieus plagues and epidemics affords 
no reason for ignoring dangers or re- 
laxing laws that make against or for 
the public health. The pestilence that 
invades and entrenches itself in the 
uomes Of a community is always sin- 
ister and sudden. Every scientific and 
legal protection should be assured to 
the public, otherwise we stand. in 
jeopardy every day of losing our lives 
or our loved ones by the migratory 
microbe and the bludgeoning bacillus. 

The mothers of our babies will not 
sleep easy again until] they have of- 
ficial assurance that the “dirty” and 
“very dirty” milk that the report says 
is being peddled about our streets is 
no more tolerated and our morning 
milk bottle is not the sexton of a 
whited sepulcher. 

What is needed now is to take up 
the suggestion of the health officer 
and ordain a trained and reliable milk 
inspector whose duty it shall be to 
visit all dairies licensed to vend milk 
in this city and require rigid sanitary 
regulations as a condition precedent 


‘to the issuance of a license. He will 


need power to inspect any milk shipped 
into the city, or offered for sale by 


demning whatever is diseased or dirty. 

There can be no question of the now 
demonstrated necessity for such an of- 
ficer and the people will scarcely rest 
contented until council provides the 
proper man and the laws and equip- 
ments needful for the full discharge of 
his duties.

The lynching problem is getting an 


‘abundance of attention now in all 


parts of the cquntry. Indeed, the 
genesis, rationale and results of lynch- 
ing are daily being discussed by the 
leading newspapers of the nation.

)} has no exequater from Provicence or 


the people to set up an excathecra 
pulpit from which. to tell the country 
how to end the orgies of mobs and 
rreserve the credentials and guaren- 
ties of law and order. But it can 
greatly aid in the creation of healthy 
public sentiments and _ = impulses of 
power, which will radiate the nation 
and have beneficial results. 

The genesis of lynching is found 
in the bald, blint claim of negroes 
and negrophiles that “a negrd is as 
good as a white man!” The word 
“good” in that connection always 
means “equal,” and yet no fact of 
history, science or sociology is more 
irrevocably fixca than that no man 
with a white skin believes any such 
nonseuse. Some perfervid paranoiacs 
in the north may say they believe so, 
but their reasons repudiate their lips. 

The negro or the white. man is 
lynched because of crime; in the south 
for heinous ones and in the north for 
any old offense that excites the law- 
less mob. Society is organized to es- 
cape crimes and government is 
equipped to punish them. But when 
a social unit commits a known crime 
and government is slow, tedious, 
timid, or temporizing with criminals, 
the sentiments of natural justice, 
home protection and revenge against 
flagrant criminalism unite to resume 
the instinctive right of self defense 
and social preservation. 

The method of the popular madness ig 
violent and often revolting. The crimes 
are not less so. The remedy for both 
is not far to seek. The use of the 
laws for the speedy trial of accused 
cffenders and the prompt, adequate 
punishment of convicted criminals is 
the duty of government, compelled 
thereto Ly the social verdict. In to> 
many places in thig country there is 
too much maudling over “the rights 
of the prisoner at the bar” and too 
little sense of just obligation to the 
ravished woman in a living hell and 
the dead man in a bloody and for- 
gotten grave. What we need as the 
permanent cure for lynching is a 
higher and holier respect for the rights 
of the law-abiding side of society. 
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Are There Heathens in Heaven? 

Both the esteemed Washington Post 
and the likewise New York Sun are 
inclined, on occasions, to say dis- 
counting or ribald things about the 
popularly applauded orthodoxy of The 
Constitution in matters religious.

The New York Times is one of the 
Independent newspapers of the coun- 
try that would like to sec a2 new dea!

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‘IS RAMPOLLA BARRED 
BY AUSTRIAN ENMITY 


(From The New York Tribune.) 

According to the most authoritative re- 
ports from Vienna and from Rome con- 
tained in private letters, the Austrian 
government is determined to prevent the 
election of Cardinal Rampolla. It is no 
secret that on the occasion of Leo XIII's 
grave illness some years back, when his 
death appeared to be imminent, the late 
Cardinal “ Schoenborn, archbishop of 
Prague, was intrusted by Emperor 
Francis Joseph with powers to exercise 
in the event of a conclave the right of 
veto against Cardinal Rompolla. The 
sentiments ot the court of Vienna and 
of the governments of Austria and Hun- 
Bary have not changed since then with 
regard to the sé@cretary of state of Leo 
XIII, and it is-understood that Cardinal 
Gruscha, the prince archbishop of Vienna, 
has now received from his monarch 
the same instructions as those formerly 
confided to the late cardinal archbishop 
of Prague. 

The attitude of the Austrian court 
in the matter is stated to be due to po- 
litical as well as to personal reasons. 
As secretary of state Cardinal Ram- 
polla has persistently favored France, 
and especially Russia, at the expense 
of Austria He has likewise caused the 
nunciog at Vienna to take an active 
part in opposing measures of the Austro- 
Hungarian government, especially in can- 
nection with the matter of education, 
marriage and birth registration, that cre- 
ated very serious difficulties for the ad- 
ministratior. in the execution of the jaws. 
And then, too, Cardinal Rampolla is 
credited with having shown himself in 
@ particularly unfriendly and unsympa- 
thetic light to the house of Hapsburg 
at the time of the tragedy of Meyerling, 
when obstacles ascribed to him and 
which were most distressing to Emperor 
Francis Joseph were only removed by 
the latter's personal and direct appeal 
to the pope in behalf of his ill-fated 
son. 


Nowhere will the issue of the conclave 
be watched with more profound interest 
than in Spain, where it is realized that 
King Alfonso and his mother, the wid- 
owed Queen Christina, have lost in Leo 
XIII their most powerful supporter, and 
that inasmuch as the majority of the 
Sacred college were notoriously averse 
to the Spanish policy of the late pontiff 
his successor is unlikely to continue to 
act as a bulwark of the young king’s 
throne against the Carlist movement. 

Few people in #his country realize the 
extent to which Queen Christina and her 
sOn have been indebted to Leo XIII for 
paralyzing, so to speak, the activity of 
the pretender, Don Carlos, and of his 
son, prohibiting with all the energy of 
his character the Spanish episcopacy and 
clergy, as well as the religious orders, 
from giving any support or encourage- 
ment to the Carlist cause. Yet the lat- 
ter is identified with the cause of the 
monastic orders and of the clergy, the 
pretenders, both father and son, being 
pledged to restore to them in Spain 
all the power, prerogatives and poOsses- 
sions which they enjoyed previous to 
their being deprived thereof by the liberal 
administration during the reigns of 
Queen Isabella II and Don Alfonso XII. 
Of course, this*has caused the clergy and 
the religious orders in Spain to be most 
pronounced in their sympathy with the 
Carlist movement; and if they have re- 
frained from openly championing and 
promoting the interests of the pre- 
tender since the birth of the present 
king, who is a godson of the late pope, 
it hag been merely in reluctant obedience 
to the peremptory command of Leo 
X TIT. 

Should the new pontiff decline to in- 
tervéne any longer in behalf of the 
present occupant-of the Spanish throne 
against Don Carlos and his party, and 
assume a neutral attitude in the matter, 
a very grave blow will be dealt to the 
solidity of the ,throne of King Alfonso 
and an early recrudescence of Carlist 
disturbances throughout Spain may be 
looked for. 


It is impossible to make any predlic- 
tions as to the duration of the conclave. 
That which elected Pius VIII, in 1829, 
lasted a month and twenty-three days. 
The one which elected his predecessor, 
Leo XII, in 1823, occupied a month and 
three days. On the death of Clement IV 
two years and nine months passed away 
before the choice of his successor, while 
in the case o? Gregory XVI, in 1831; 
of Pius IX in 184, and Leo XIII, in 18738, 
two days sufficed. There seems to be, 
however, a general impression that, in- 
asmuch as a good deal of the negotiation 
between the champions of the rival can- 
didates for the tiara has been taking 
place in the last two week®, it is quite 
possible that they may have already 
come to some agreement, which the con- 
clave will merely be called upon to rati- 
fy, and that the official choice of a suc- 
cessor to Leo XIII and the proclama- 
tion of his name will take place by Sun- 
day.

In the struggle for good city govern- 
ment all philanthropic agencies have 
come to be classified as helpful or harm- 
ful thereto. The careful scrutiny of thei: 
value did not begin with the friends of 
good government; the spoilsmen and the 
‘‘grafters’’ were the first to test their po- 
litical availability. Every pastor or 
priest, who would accept a contribytion 
from “the organization” to relieve the 
poor in his parish, every charitable so- 
clety which would take a subsidy and 
every benevolent organization which 
would accept immunity from the law as 
a favor were long ago rated by the poli- 
ticlan as ‘‘approachable.”” The recipients 
of such gifts, subsidies or favors could 
not with decency attack the donors, and 
if they did got yield to the natural im- 
pulse to announce their indebtedness 
to “‘our public spirited fellow citizen’ 
they would at least acknowledge the do- 
nor’s kindness to the poor. The donor's 
gifts were not mere charity, but a good 
political investment redeemable in votes 
on @lection day. 

Under the present pressure of quick- 
ened interest in municipal improvement 
political reformers have begun to seru- 
tinize social and moral agencies to deter- 


is coming to be recognized that modern 
sclentific charity is at odds with the pol- 
iticilans’ methods of charity. Intelligent 
Philanthropy declares with the reformer 
that the politician's subsidy takes away 
manliness and independence, which are 
at the foundation of true democracy. The 
politician whose avowed object is to make 
a man ‘‘vote for his job,”" or as his char- 
itavle friend dictates, in effect admits 
the contention. 

Among the recent agencies in the 
philanthropie field is the university or 
social settlement. The first settlement 
of this character was established in Lon- 
don in 1885; the second, in New York in 
1887; the third, in Chicago a little later. 
A settlement is a small community of 
educated persons who make their home 
in the poor quarter of a city to engage 
in effort for theswintellectual, moral, so- 
cial and economic betterment of the peo- 
ple of that quarter. The settlement does 
not take the place of other philanthropic 
agencies. It is not a church, a mission. 
or a school, nor is it a society to give 
charity. The settlement worker's best 
gift, if he is the right man, is himself: 
he gives his time and best efforts to ob- 
tain a better knowledge of the forces 
for good and evil in his community and 
to strengthen the forces for good and 
destroy or weaken the forces for evil. 
His education should qualify him to take 
intelligent and dispassionate views and 
to distinguish between cause and effect, 
and if he jis the right man his under- 
Standing and education are supplement- 
ed by a large heart and. broad sympa- 
thies; otherwise, he is a statistician or 
a student, not properly a settlement 
worker. 

No one can help his fellow man in any 
} grade of society who merely regards him 
as a specimen for analysis or tabulation. 
The most useful settlement worker is 
also a leader, and as such is welcomed, 
for people of all grades of society want 
leadership. The general desire for lead- 
Ship must not be overlooked by reform- 
ers who are contending for personal re- 
sponsibility and independence. Give the 
people leaders, but give them leaders who 
will encourage independence, not repress 
it. If the qualities I Have named are 
found in the workers the settlement is 
an agency of immense value _to good 
government for the following reasons: 


First—The settlement is the agency for 
obtaining exact information SO greatly 
needed in political and socia!} reform. The 
political reformer wishes to favor just 
remedies for the betferment of the poor 
free from the Pauperizing tendency or 
demagoguery of the politician, but he 
has not the politician's knowledge of

conditions and is in danger of either re- 
fusing g00q remedies in the fear that he 
may play the demagogue or favor un- 
wise measures, or measures which are 
distasteful. The settlement may be the 
reformer’s best and most useful adviser 
to help him in forming discriminating 
judgments as to what is wisest and best 
for the welfare of the community. 


Second—The settlemtnt may aid in 
bringing the reformers of all classes to- 
gether. The politicians through their po- 
litical machinery have representatives in 
all sections of a city who are in touch 
with their leaders. here are reformers in 
all circles of society, among laborers, 
Capitalists, professional and business 
men, but they are separated and each 
Sroup imagines that it alone represents 
the cause of honest government; conse- 
uuently each feels itself to be weak and is 
C88 aggressive for that reason. The Set- 
tiement, whose workers are in touch 
with the honest leaders of their com- 
munity, and with !ocal labor leaders, per- 
forms an inestimable service in bringing 
together the representatives of the vari- 
ous classes having a common purpose. 
This meeting for political reform involves 
no act of condescension on the part of 
any class; it is a meeting on the basis of 
equality for mutual good, each having 
something to give and something to get, 
and each being aware that the goal of 
common endeavor can be reached only by 
overlooking differences and recognizing 
common aims and purposes.

Third—The settlement furnishes a soctal 
center for the forces of good government. 
So effective have the politicians done their 
work, and so widspread is their influence, 
that the strong politicial leader directs 
and controls a large proportion of the 
social agencies in his community. His 
young men have formed or control at his 
instigation most of the socia)] clubs of the 
community. No excursion is complete 
without the leader’s presence or his con- 
tributjon of solid cash. He aids in finding 
“outside talent,’’ and knows where to get 
supplies. He represents a large part of 
the general social enterprise of his ward 
and brings together other enterprising 
and often not too scrupulous spirits who 
find enjoyment in the exercise of power 
and 5. Sa manipulation of social forces, 
In such communities there is greatly 
needed a social force with equal enter- 
prise and initiative but making for 
righteousness and asserting moral stand- 
ards. In cities where the party of muni- 
‘cipal reform has intrenched itself strong- 
ly enough to possess a permanent organi- 
zation the new agencies for social] better- 
ment have become a part of the assets of 
reform politics, but this is true of but 
very few of our American cities, and 
then only to a limited extent. In most 
cities the reform party is a spontaneous 
movement lacking persistence and must 
depend for its strength upon forces more 
permanent than itself. Among such, the 
settlement should be reckoned ag the 
most important, the most extensive In its 
social reach, and the most potentia] for 
the establishment and continuance of the 
forces of civic righteousness. The settle- 
ment is not partisan in the ordinary sense, 
but if intelligently manned it is partisan 
for decency and good government. No 
thoroughly informed settlement worker 
can witness the depressing influences of 
corrupt politics upon the life of the poor, 
without Tealizing his obligation to fight 
them. Churches, missions, educational] in- 
stitutions and charitable societies are alli 
awakening to find the labors of their 
workers limiited and often wholly robbed 
ef their proper harvest by the pauperiz- 
ing and debauching activities of ig- 
norant and corrupt politicians. Al] such 
mora! and philanthropic agencies taking a 
broad and courageous view of their re- 
sponsibilities must therefore join with 
those who regard these conditions with 
the same abhorrence and maintain along 
iines of moral] and social effort the strug-

The .additional statement this 
that Health Officer Kennedy 
about thirty-three of the forty 
who died in Atlanta during July were 
killed by impure milk will also be read 
with interest by the mothers of Atlanta. 

Two things are going to be done about 
it. Atlanta is in pressing need of an in- 
epector the dairies that supply the 
milk to the Atlanta infants. Although 
there is no money set aside at present 
for that purpose, the money can be found 
if the exigencies of the case are thought 
to be sufficiently pressing. 

The other thing that is to be done will 
have mofe direct results. If the dairymen 
fail to clean their places and if they con- 
tinue to sell impure milk in Atlanta the 
board of health will be asked to revoke 
the permits under which they are now 
operating. ‘ 

Atlanta has announced a standard for 
the milk that is to be sold inside the city 
limits. It is much below the standard re- 
quired in other cities. The Atlanta stand- 
ard marks no point on specific gravity or 
on solids other than fats, but does re- 
quire that there be 3 per cent of butter 
fat in milk and 12 per cent of total solids. 
The amount of butter fat is largely a re- 
sult of proper feeding and waterifig and 
the total amount of solids shows whether 
the milk has been watered. 

If milk falls below the standard, how- 
ever, the result is that it is not sufficient- 
ly nutritious. If it is watered and the 
water {is pure there are no baneful effec‘s 
beyond the lack of proper nurishment. 

Evil Is Dirty Milk. 

There are greater evils in milk, say 
the experts, than a mere lack of nutri- 
ment. What is known as “dirty’’ milk 
or ‘“‘very dirty’’ milk is that which con- 
tains manure, hay, insects, hair, particles 
of mud and numerous other things more 
or less revolting to dwell upon. It is 
these things that are said to be ‘dan- 
gerous. Not particularly dangerous to 
adiilts, because their stronger stomachs 
are capable of coping. with them, but 
when they are put into the tender stom- 
achs of infants they result in diarrhea 
and usually in death. 

No one Knows the number of diseased 
cows which supply milk to Atlanta fam- 
jlies. There is no dairy inspector to com- 
pel the careless dairymen to keep their 
barns clean, or to ascertain when cows 
have tuberculosis, or to prevent’ the 
drawing of milk through teats that are 
ulcerated or festered. 

There was once a dairy inspector for 
Atlanta, Dr. Seacord, a_ veterinarian, 
who attended to both.the horses of the 
fire department and the dairies for the 
board of health. He found some time 
ago, however, that he could not attend to 
the work of both departments and he 
resigned us inspector of dairies. For 
the past six or eight months, therefore, 
the dairies have not been Inspected.

In cases where 
milk below the standarqd is sold police 
court fines are Imposed, but when im- 
pure. milk is sold nothing is done, or 
rather nothing has been done in the past.

“What we need in Atlanta in order to 
remedy the appaling condition is a dairy 
inspector. We had one last year, but 
he was unable to attend to the work as he 
knew it should be attended to 4nd re- 
signed. Unless we have some one to visit 
the barns where these cows are housed, 
see the kind of water they drink, watch 


the manner in which they are milked and.

exercise supervision over the dairies, we 
will continue to have dirty milf. It is use- 
lesa to have an inspector of dairies un- 
less he is a veterinarian, who can tell 
when the cows are diseased. I shall take 
up this matter with the members of the 
board of health and endeavor to secure 4 
veterinarian to inspect the dairies and 
cows, but as there is so little money on 
hand it is not certain what the board 
will do. 

“There is one thing, however, that we 
can do. We can from time to time pub- 
lish in the newspapers the condition of 
the milk that each dairyman supplies his 
customers and aS customers do not care to 
drink impure mlik the tendency will be for 
the milkmen to clean their places. If they 
persist in keeping them in an unclean and 
unsanitary condition, the board of health 
will be asked to revoke their permits.”’ 

The milkmen as well as the housekeep- 
ers were excited when they read the story 
in The Constitution yesterday morning. 
Both Dr. Kennedy and Mr. Hynds were 
besieged during the day by those dairy- 
men who wanted to promise to do bet- 
ter and it appears entirely probable that 
even the publicity thus far given by The 
Constitution will result in benefit.

Advocates of the Steed Bl think now 
that the house will adopt the Clements 
bill practically without -amendment. As 
is well-known this bill simply provides 
for a renewal of the present convict sys- 
tem for another period of five years. 

Those who have been working hardest 
to put the convicts on the road are now 
of the opinion that they have their fight 
won. They will make slight concessions, 
no doubt, but they expressed the opinion 
yesterday that the measure to be passed 
by the houge wil] be practically the same 
as the MHolder-Shackelford substitute 
which was offered to the Felder bill. 

The members of the prison commission 
and Governor Terrell favor such a meas- 
ure as this—a measure which will give the 
prison commission absolute control over 
all the felony convicts of the state and 
wil] give the counties the option of work- 
ing the short term convicts on the roads. 

When the Clements bill is taken up for 
consideration both the Candler compro- 
mise and the Holder-Shackelford substi- 
tute with certain modifications, will be 
offered as substitutes for it and the house 
can take its choice. The former received 
88 votes on the final ballot in the house 
and the latter 76, both votes indicating 
that the sentiment in the house is In fa- 
vor of certain modifications in the present 
lease system. 

It is not believed the house wil] tem- 
porize with the question much longer. 
Final action is looked for this week and 
it is not thought the senate will offer ma- 
terial obiection to any measure the house 
may enact. 


House Bill No. 686. 

There are many eagle eyes turned on 
house bill No. 686. This bill has given the 
clerical force of the house more troublé 
than any that hag been introduced in 
years. It has been lost several times 
and persistent search has been made for 
it, always with the result, however, that 
it was located and restored to its proper 
pigeon hole. More copies have been made 
of this bill by the stenographers at the 
houge than any measure, ft is said, in- 
troduced within the last ten years. 
Stronger opposition has been manifested 
to it from outside sources than against 
any measure which has made its appear- 
ance within some years, excepting per- 
haps the franchise tax bill. Yesterday a 
resolution was introduced in the house 
providing that this bill should be fixed 48 
the special order for Thursday, August 
6, and the matter was referred to the 
committee on rules. 

What is the purport of the measure 
that is causing so much anxiety and in- 
terest, and which, up to the present time, 
has brought forth so little comment? 

The bill was introduced by Messrs. Con- 
ner, of Bartow, and Underwood, of 
White, and provides that all notes, bills 
of sale and evidences of debt of all kinds 
shall be returned for taxation. It also 
specifies the method by which such per- 
sonal property shall be returned, and 
puts certain duties upon the tax re- 
ceiver and tax collector with reference 
to it. 

It can readily be seen whv there should 
be much opposition to such a measure. 
The majority of the cotton crop and 
other crops of the state are handled on 
notes.

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back of them is in most instances the 


growing crops. Of course, there is a 
vast amount of other business done on 
notes and similar ev.iuences of debt, but 
the bulk of it, perhaps, is found in the 
advancement of supplies to farmers, pay- 
ment to be made when thelr crops are 
marketed. 

It is easy to see how opposition to such 
a measure would arise from mayy 
sources. Such personal property is tax- 
able now, but it is rarely returned and 
the object of the present bill is to ferret 
it out ang get it on the tax books. The 
bill will undoubtedly be the subject of 
interesting discussion when it comes up 
in the house. 


Few Bills Will Be Passed. 

Of the 300 or 400 general bills pending 
before the house it is safe to predict that 
not more than forty or fifty of them 
will ever come to final action at the pres- 
ent session. It is simply impossible for 
the house to get through with the mass 
of work that has accumulated before it. 
And the accumulation is. in part, respon- 
sible for the fact that so little has been 
done. 

There are several important bills on the 
house calendar, some of them way down 
near the foot of it, some of them still in 
committee rooms not yet reported on. 
There are bills which prop#se to amend 
the general tax act, for instance, so as 
to relieve certain parties of burdens 
which are considered greater than should 
be put on them. For instance, there is a 
..l proposing to permit druggists to sell 
malt extracts containing not more than 3 
per cent aleohol without the payment of 
the $200 tax. This and several other 
measures on similar lines cannot be 
reached at this session untess they are 
made special orders, of which there is 
very little likelihood. The consequence 
is these taxes will have to be paid an- 
other year, and those most Interested wiil 
have towwait another year for the relief 
sought. < 

The house turned down the proposi- 
tion to appoint a_ steering committee, 
which was the only hope for getting 
through measures of any Importance that 
are toward the end of the calendar. The 
convict question will be decided because 
it is necessary, but outside of that other 
matters will have to take their chances 
in the order in which they come. 

Daughters of the Confederacy. 

“he house passed a joint resolution yes- 
terday by unanimous vote granting the 
use of the hall to the Daughters of the 
Confederacy on Tuesday next, August 4, 
from 6 to 7 o'clock p. m. Mr. Blackburn, 
of Fulton, offered the resolution and ex- 
plained that the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy desired to hold exercisés on that 
occasion for the purpose, in part, of de- 
livering confederate crosses of honor to 
certain veterans whose claim to them 
has been established since the last distri- 
bution. The occasion will undoubtédly 
be an Interesting one. The feature of 
the occasion will be an address by Mrs. 
W. H. Felton, one of Georgia's most de- 
lightful and most entertaining talkers. 


The Franchise Arbitration. 

This will be a busy week with the arbi- 
trators chosen to pass upon the assess- 
ments of the railroad and other corpora- 
tions covered by the franchise tax law. 
The announcement of the completion of 
the arbitration boards for the Southern 
and the Central is regarded a decided 
step forward toward the completion of the 
work or arbitration. For some days it 
looked as if there might be no agree- 
ment upon an umpire for the South- 
ern, but the solution was reached when 
Hon. Pope Brown, the representative 
of the state, proposed the name of Judge 
Nottingham, of Macon. This suggestion 
was promptly accepted by Hon. Roland 
Ellis, the representative of the Southern, 
and the formal announcement of agree- 
ment’ was filed with the comptroller 
general. 

So far, Governor Terrell has been call- 
ed upon to name but one umpire. The 
method of procedure, as has been ex- 
plained, is for the men chosen to repre- 
sent the state and the company, re- 
spectively, to attempt to select some man 
agreeable tg both to act as umpire. But 
one failure to agree has, as vet, been 
formally reported, and that was in a 
small case—the Georgia Northern. In 
that Governor Terrell named Hon. R. W. 
Freeman, Of Coweta, as the third man. 
It had been considered possible that 
there might not be agreement between 
Mr. Ellis and Commissioner Brown upon 
an umpire for the Southern, and between 
Commissioner Brown and Alex Smith 
upon the umpire for the Central, but the 
announcements made in yesterday’s Con. 
stitution removed all doubts. Under the 
law. unless the two arbitrators reach an 
agreement within thirty days after their 


appointment. ft falls to the governor to 
make thé selection of the third man. 
With the Southern and the Centra)! dis- 
posed of in this way, it is belleved that 
there will be no difficulty in the arbitra- 
tors in the other cases reaching agrte- 
ment before the thirtv days expire. 


More Good Digest Returns. 


Muscogee’ county comes to the front 
with the banner increage in the valuation 
of taxable property as compare@ with 
last year, showing the Righest total of 
all the counties which have so far re- 
ported. The Muscogee digest came in 
yesterday. It shows a total of $803,970 
over last year. | 

This return materially heips thé aver- 
age. If Fulton, Richmond, Bibb, Chatham 
and Richmond come up with reasonably 
mood increases, the total for the ‘state 
will run considerably above the $15,000,- 
000 estimate of the comptroller general. 
The ten counties which reverted yesterday 
show a net increase of $2,060,121, this in- 
Csuding decreases in two counties. Cam- 
den falls off $60,46 and Dawson $11,183. 
Emanuel, Dade, Clarke and Twiggs all 
show excellent increases. Emanuel's re- 
turn is regardea as notably excellent, this 
county showing the largest return for 
any county which goes net contain a 
city.

The City and the Railroads. . 

City Attorney Mayson, Councilman Key 
and the city assessors, Messrs. Meador. 
Ewing and Harrison, had a Can ference 
with Comptroller Genera] Wright yester- 
day morning, in which the city's side of 
the controversy—it it may be termed that 
—over the distribution of railroad tax re- 
turns was fully presented. 

The conference was Purely informa] in 
its character. Following the correspon- 
dence between the comptroller genera! and 
the city attorney, it was arranged that 
Mr. Mayson should confer with the state's 
tax officer at 11 o'clock. With him were 
the other city officials named, Mr. Key 
because of the prominent part he has 
taken in bringing the matter before the 


council and the city assessors because of | 


their familiarity with loca} conditions. 
Mr. Mayson explained in detail what 
Atlanta thinks should be done in the ap- 
portionment of the taxation upon reJlroad 
track-bed property, in order that this and 
other cities may get a fairer proportion 
than they do under the present System of 
the comptroller general, which. apportions 
the taxes among the counties according 
to the mileage of main line. The dis- 
cussion which followed was informal. The 
comptroller genera) callé4 the attention 
of the city attorney to certain decisions 
of the federal and state courts bearing 
upon this question, which, in hig judg- 
ment and that of the attorney general, 
makes it clear that the présent method of 
apportionment is that prescribed by the 
law. Captain Wright referred particularly 
to a controversy in Savannah a couple of 
years ago, over certain propérty of he 
Savannah, Florida and Western, in which 
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he took much the same attitude as that | 


now taken by the representatives of the 
city, but the arbitration had gone against 
him, it being shown that the decisions of 
the courts all upheld the principle that a 
railroad company must be treat® for 
taxation purposes as an entirety; that for 
the purposes of operation, one mile of 
main line is of equal value with every 
other mile of main ihe: and that the ap- 
portionment plan followed by. the state 
is the only practical method. City- At- 
torney Mayson said he did not agree with 
the comptroller general as to the effect 
of some of the decistons cited, and ex- 
pressed a determination to carry the mat- 
ter to the courts. 


Georgia’s Fair Exhibit. 

Georgia's’ cash appropriation for an ex: 
hibit at the St. Louis exposition will be 
made $30,000, instead of $50,000, as provided 
in the resolution which has passed the 
house and is pending before the senate 
committee on appropriations. 

The senate committee gave its approval 
to the $50,000 appropriation, but after a 
conference with Governor Terrell it has 
been determined that: a $30,000 cash ap- 
propriation , wil] be sufficient: Governor 
Terrell is particularly anxious to keep 
down the tax rate and to that end ise 
watching closely all appropriation bills 
which come before the legislature. He 
believes that with proper economy in 
appropriationg it will be possjble to fix 
the tax rate at 5 mills or lower. He is as 
anxious as anybody to6 see Georgia prop- 
erly represented at the great St. Louis 
exposition, but has figured that with the 
exhibit which the state now has the best 
possibte showing can be made by the 
expenditure of $30,000 additional. None of 
this will be used for the erection of a 
building, as the exposition authorities 
have provided space in ather buildings 
for all state exhibits; so the whole of the 
$0,000 can be used in supplementing the 
present excellent exhibit and in bearing 
the necessary expense of administration. 
This will give Georgia practically a $50,000 
exhibit, which will, it is estimated, in- 
sure an entirely adequate showing from 
the Empire State of the South.

Attorneys for Congressman Appear 
Before Secretary Root, 
Washington, August 1.—Secretary Root 
today gave a hearing to Edward Lauter- 
bach and John G. Milburn, attorneys 
representing Congressman Lucius N. Lit- 
tauer, the glove manufacturer, whose 
gloves were furnished the war depart- 
ment through the contractor, E. R. Lyon. 
Judge Advocate General Davis‘had pre- 
pared an opinion on the report of Colonel 
Carlington, which was presented to the 
secretary at the time the hearing took 

place.

No Direct Charge of Porgery Is Made 
But It Is Denied That the Doc- 
ument Is the Will of 
the Late George W.

The caveat to the will of the late G. W. 
Collier was filed as expected yesterday 
morning and contains the predicted charge 
that the will is not genuine. 

The charge is terse, but plain—that 
George W. Collier, the deceased, never 
saw the document purporting to be his 
last will and testament. Allegations that 
witnesses never saw the paper until after 
it was filed for probate are also made. 
There is, however, no charge, in so many 
words, of forgery. 

This caveat, together with a demurrer 
to the petition for leave to probate fhe 
will in solemn form, was filed during the 
morning in the office of Ordinary Johm 
R. Wilkinson. It bears the signatures of 
Dodd, Newman & Dodd and John L,. 
Hopkins & Sons, as attorneys for the 
caveatorgs, who are named as Virgil, Eliza- 
beth, Lula and Roy Collier, children and 
heirs of the deceased. George W. Collier, 
Jr., the other heir and an executor under 
the will, is not one of the caveators. 

The following is a copy of the paper in

Cothran & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, August 1.—Rains of consid- 
erable proportions were reported in the 
northern section of the cotton belt west 
of the river, while the AtJantic states 
had showers. The Chfronit weather re- 
port for the week stated that correspon- 
dents generally reported an improvement 
in-the crop, but that rains were needed 
in the Carolinas. Since that repor® was 
made up the Carolinas have received fine 
rains of arywhere from half an inch to 
three inches, and the complaints are, 
therefore, a little antiquated. There was 
no Liverpool market today, and as a re- 
Sult the prices moved around frather 
languidly at the start, without any im- 
portant change. At the opening there 
Was decline of a few points and later on 
a slight recovery. There was apparently 
more interest in what the government re- 
port is to show on Monday than in the 
course of prices. Several holders were 
inclined to get out of their cotton on the 
theory that the improvement might be 
greater than expected. At the same time 
there was short covering On the opposite 
theory, and between the two the market 
did not make very much progress: It 
will require a condition-of above 80 to 
bring about much of a bréak in the mar- 
ket, and it hardly seems possible that 
the government will show a substantial 
improvement which will tend to prevent 
much of an advante. Somewhere about 
the condition would eompare very favor- 
ably with last year, and above that two 
vears ago. Recent rains have so bene- 
fited the crop that it is doubtful whether 
the oultook for the last three seasons at 
this time could compare with the present 
promise. 

New Orleans, August 1.—There were no 
cables from bhiverpool today, as that 
market is closed, to remain so until Tues- 
day, on account of holiday. Trading in 
the Ameriean markets wéreinactiv@® and 
fluctuations narrow pending the agricul- 
tural bureau report to be issued Monday. 
Recent developments have furnished no 
Suitable key for the solution ‘of the main 
problems of the cotton market, and the 
confusion of traders over the general sit- 
uation seems to have increased, instead of 
diminishing, as the o]d se&ison draws to 
its close. The buli clique manifests no in- 
tention to relinquish its grasp on the 
cotton accumulated through contract de- 
livery except at-a profit and threats of 
spinners to shut down rather than con- 
tinue operations.at the prevailing level of 
value for raw cotton have fellowed by 
virulent articies in some of the northern 
commercial journals, condemning the mo- 
tive of the people who were instrumental 
in establishing high prices. It is difficult 
to reconcile such vitupération with the 
precise condition. There is no room for 
doubt that the supply of raw cotton is 
less than the world's requirements, and if 
an’ excessive supply enforces a deprecia- 
tion in Value, there is no urgent excuse 
in this case why an obvious shortage 
should not command a corresponding en- 
hancement. The level of price that might 
be suggested under such circumstances 
is difficult to determine. One reads about 
the restricted demand for manufactured 
goods and the absence of anything like a 
profit for spinners, but a glance between 
the lines affords the impression that spin- 
ners have combined to defeat the bull 
clique by the process of closufge, and are 
inclined to discourage active purchases 
of goods by consu ‘8, 80 as to relieve 
them of the necessity of buying cotton 
from the bull clique. Thus the situation 
of manufactured goods may not be so 
deplorable as represented. However, in- 
vestigation will doubtless show that stocks 
of goods in the hands of spinners are re- 
duced to a minimum, while the fact is 
patent that the country is ®* practically 
drained of all cotton except what the gulls 
control. There will probably .be active 
competition for early receipts, and the 
value of manufactured goods is likely to 
adjust itself to such a prospect. There- 
fore any decline in the price of raw cot- 
ton calculated to diminish confidence in 
the stability of prices for cotton goods 
will be more unsatisfactory for spinners 
than if the existing value of new crop op- 
tions is maintained. It is accordingly 
very probable that spinners will get 
busier as the season proceeds, unless cot- 
ton is marketed in a reckless fashion or 
indications point to an enormous yield. 
Prejudice aside, it is to be hoped that the 
new season will afford satisfactory profits 
for spinners, as it promises to furnish 
very renumefative returns for the farm- 
ers. At any rate, all signs point é0 great 
activity in the cotton market. and chances 
for profit Beem reasonably safe at present 
in buying on breaks and realizing mod- 
erate profits. ?

BANK STATEMENT FACTOR. 


Loan Item Was Expected To Show a 
Heavy Contraction—The In- 
crease a Disappointment.

New York, August 1.—Dealings in stocks 
were so small ard the tone of the trading 
was so indifferent today that little sig 
nificance could he attached to the move.

The call for payment of $5,000,000 
orn the ‘nternational Mercantile Marine 
unlerwriting and of $3,000,000 on the 
Louisville and Nashville bond underwrit- 
ing had to be provided for. Bankers also 
report that there is growing up a large 
seadsanable demand for nuercantile credits.

Comment on the Bank Statement. 

New York, August 1.—The New York 
Financier says: 

“The only disappointing feature of the 
statement of the New York associated 
benks last week was that, as in the 
previous week, the returns falled to re- 
fect in the loan item the liquidation 
in the stock market, which was quite 
large at the end of the week ending July 
%, and which continued during the early 
part, at least, of the last bank week, 
and the repayment of the loans made 
by the Pennsylvania Rallroad Company 
during the weék was not shown in the 
statement. Instead of an important re- 
duction in loans, as was confidently look- 
ed for, there was an Increase of $964.800, 
following a gain of $884,200 in the previous 
week, making’ $1,849,000 for the fortnight. 
The only reasonable explasation which 
can be made of this failure of tBe state- 
ment to show the expected decrease in 
loans is that the loan contracts which 
were liquidated, as the result of the un- 
settled stock market, were replaced with 
the purchasers of stocks early last week 
and that the loans to the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company, which were repaid, 
were originally effected with trust com- 
panies and institutions other than the 
banks and, therefore, that their cancel- 
lation was not reflected In the bank state- 
ment. The cash reserve showed the im- 
portant increase of $7,014,900, or $1,320,200 
less than the estimated gain which was 
based upon the traceable movements of 
money. This discrepancy may, however, 
be accounted for by the fact that on the 
last day of the week the assistant treas- 
urer was creditéd af the clearing house 
with $1,764,143, caused by the payment 
through the banks to the treasury of a 
Central Pacific note for $2,940,635, and 
that thie credit balance and the partially 
offsetting payment by the subtreasury 
of $700,000 on account of a transfer of gold 
from San Francisco were not included 
in the estgmates. The deposits increased 
$7,480,900. which sum was $498,800 less than 
that called’ for by the gain of cash and 
the increase in loans, therefore the state- 
ment did not balance. The required re- 
serve against deposits was increased $1,- 
870,225. Deducting this sum from the gain 
in cash, left $5,144,675 as the Increase in 
surplus reserve, which now stands at 
94,060,075 against $27,980,775 January 31, 
which wes the highest of the year. 
Computed upon the banks’ deposits, less 
those of $37,281,400 public funds, the sur- 
plus is $3,380,425. t is noteworthy that 
the deposits are $993,200 In excess of loans 
against an excess of the latter over de- 
posits of $5,522,900 in the previous week. 
The change was effected almost wholly 
through the incréase in deposits, how-

THE WEEK IN WALL STREET. 


New York, August 1.—Prices of stocks 
have recovered ‘somewhat in this week's 
market, and sentiment has improved on 
the whole. The market was unsteady at 
times on the recovery, and scattered 
liquidation was still in evidence here and 
there in specialities. There were sufficient 
doubts remaining also over the general 
situation and outlook in -the country .to 
restrain the buying of stocks on any con- 
siderable advance. But the forced selling 
of stocks hypotherated in loans has been 
muich less in evidence, and this fact has 
allowed prices to rise somewhat on the 
demand from shorts to cover and on a 
large investment demand. There has been 
apprehension of the usual consequence to 
folicw such a period of drastic liquidation, 
such as the renewed liquidation on any 
advance of accounts allowed to carry over 
the period of acute weakness in the mar- 
ket in the hope of a more favorable op- 
portunity to market them. There is some 
dread also of the reactionary effect of 
the long fall.in securities values upon the 
general business and industria) situation. 
The fall in values has resulted in an 
enormous shrinkage in the available basis 
for credits, and the possibility is can- 
vassed of a contraction of credits in com- 
mercial lines as a later sequence. Vice 
President A. Barton Hepburn, of the 
Chase Natfonal bank, in an interview 
which has commanded widespread at- 
tention and comment in Wall) street, ut- 
tcred a distinct warning of the danger 
of ovey extension of credits at this time 

ercial lines as well as in promo- 


tion projects. The note of conservatism 
is siill dominant in the ancial world, 
and the uniformly favorable reports re- 
ceived of general business conditions from 
all quarters have not been sufficient to 
change this feeling. The announcement 
of the purchase of the control of Evans- 
ville and Terre Haute for the Rock Island 
system served to revive some talk of com- 
binations and absorptions of railroad sys- 
tems. There has beén a theory among a 
certain class of stock niarket operators 
that the present fall in stock prices is 
the result of a concerted campaign bv 
a powerful financial party with the pur- 
pose of buying in various railroad prop- 
erties, even including New York Central 
and Fennsylvania on advantagevus terms 
Persons with this theory have given ready 
credence to all sorts of rumors of passing 
of control. The argument seems plausibl« 
that the ‘‘community of interest’ policy 
might be perfected to much better ad- 
vantage at the present level of prices foi 
securities than at the extravagant valua- 
‘tgons at which the great mergers were 
curried through. But this contention 
leaves out of account the great facility 
with which fhe new securities, issued 
against the collateral of the stock ae- 
quired for the mergers, were disposed of 
to an eagerly buying publte. 

There is little encouragement for the 
underwritimg by syndicates Of new Sse- 
curities in the present conditions of the 
stock and money markets. The money 
market has grown appreciably easier dur- 
ing the week and rates for six months’ 
loans have been shaded below 6 per cent. 
The market at those rateg has been 
largely nominal, however, and lenders 
have shown little anxiety to place loans 
at the prevailing rates while the demand 
for funds has grown languid. Loans made 
on stocks at their present prices cal) for 
smatier allowance for shrinkage and are 
more secure than loans on the inflated 
basis of last year. The case of stocks 
which are discredited by fears of bank- 
ruptey is different, and is the source of 
weakness in other stocks sold to protect 
them. The working out of the autumn 
money requirement is the problem of first 
importance in the situation, as it has 
been for many months. It has been as- 
eumbd lately that the probable delay in 
action by the Calombian government Mpan 
the Panama canal treaty would throw 
any demand upon the exchange market 
for payment over into next year. News 
in progress in the consideration of the 
treaty has been watched therefore with 
interest, as it Is believed the treasury 
department will feel itself somewhat 
hampered in operating for the relief of 
the money market in case the Panama 
canal requirement shail appear immi- 
nent. News of the crvps is followed from 
day to day, and doubts over the good 
condition of corn @nd spring Wheat had 
some depressing effect upon grain car- 
riers. ~The cotton corner is a detriment 
to stocks.

-ne entire cotton belt. So it is 
practically impossible to increase’ the 
acreage, under presént conditions, 
through scarcity of labor, and equally 
impossible to Increase the’yield per acre 
om account of the inferiority, indifference 
and unintelligent labor now at the serv- 
ice of the farmer. Practically, therefore, 
the supply cannot be materially increased 
within the vears to come, varying within 
comparatively narrow limits, as the sea- 
sons are favorable or unfavorable, unless 
forsooth some genius arrives upon the 
scene and demonstrates that cotton can 
be made without the negro. 

Upon the other hang the world’s pop- 
ulation is rapidly increasing, people are 
becoming educated the world over, rapid 
progress is being made, nations are be- 
coming generally more prosperous, coun- 
tries are being gpened up by building of 
industries and ratiroads throughout the 
entire globe. 


The eastern lands, with its teeming 
millions of inhabitants, are demanding 
our cotton goods, the Manchurian ports, 
notwithstanding Russia and Japan are 
threatening to fly at each other's throat, 
will this fall be opened up to receive the 
commerce of the world. Within our 
country, embracing some 80,000,000 of peo- 
ple, the north, eact, west and south, by, 
reagon of high prices of corn, wheat, oats 
and other products, the real foundation 
of wealth, aré becqming more and more

ed and more progressive, thus. creating 
with them more desires and more de- 
mands for cotton goods. Thus through- 
out the world, for the above reasons, 
the demand for cotton goods, and espe- 
cially the finer fabrics, are increasing 
much faster than the population. A 
simple proposition that resolves itself 
in its last analysis to this, that the de 
mand will increase rather than dimin- 
ish, whjle the supply has about reached 
the maximum. The result is clear. Grad- 
ually higher prices, or a tendency rather 
to maintain,: at least, present prices, 
without fear of any great slump for years 
to come, and, at most, only temporary 
depressions of the market. No disaster 
except the destroving of the govern- 
ment's credit itself, ang the bankruptcy 
of the nation and its industries could 
ever have the effect of producing such 
disastrous prices as prevailed in the past. 

A few years ago, a war with a powerful 
nation of Europe, or warring among 
themselves, would have created the great- 
est activity In the cotton market and 
produced violent declines. Such a war 
would restrict consumption to some ex- 
tent, but would not depress prices be- 
low living prices, at least. Such an even: 
is hardly probable; the chances of war 
among the more powerful nations of the 
world are becoming lessened year by year, 
as the people of the different countries 
become more advanced, intelligent, pro- 
gressive and more far-sighted. The 
Sstrenthening of each powerful nation's 
army and navy renders it more danger- 
ous, disastrous and destructive to en- 
Sage in warfare, and the law of self-pre- 
servation, which applies to nations, just 
as individuals, cguses them to think 
twice before resorting to arms to set- 
tle their differences. 

Again the price of corn and oats, mules, 
farming implements and: machinery and 
wages demand at the farmers’ hands 
prices in many instances a hundred per 
cent higher than three or four years 
ago. Some would argue this has no effect 
upon the price 6Y cotton. This is obliged 
& natural tendency to curtail 
production as many from inability to pay 
for the labor, scarcity of money, or the 
credit t> obtain it, and the other things 
needed upon? the farm are prevented from 
farming and making cotton; and besides 
it does not stand to reason for a hundred 
other articles, the product of the farmer's 
labor, should advance, while one or tw9 
should fail to jotn In the upward move- 
ment unless it is a drug upon the market; 
then restrict the supply, plant less, and if 
you Wo not get more for it, you will have 
been at less expense to make it. If farm 
credit was Gone away with and chattel 
mortgages upon stock asd crops were 
abolished the south over, usurious rates 
and ruinous prices of necessaries of 
firmers would not prevail, the farmers 
would in time become independent, and 
cOuld contre? the supply and price of 
cotton, and other things they raise, and 
would not be forced to rush their cotton 
to market, and wouid reap handsome 
profits, and mill men would have their 
hired agents riding around over the coun- 
try to the farmer's gin house, and to your 
homes to buy your cotton. 


A™ the old cotton has been exhausted, 
S89 to speak. The crop of this, year is 
late and small, and more liable to injury 
from iroSt than usual. August, the mo&t 
criical month for cotton, may bring 
about a drought on the one hand or ex- 
cessive rains on the other. Even under 
the most favorable conditions from now 
on until the crop is made, without any 
increase in acreage, scarcity of labor, 
and its inferfority, it is hardly probable 
we will produce a yleld much beyond that 
of last*year, wifich the government and 
export statistician will hardly figure over 
eleven millions, and the world will more 
than need that amount, and prices would 
hardly decline, and, if at all, only tem- 
porarily. Upon the other hand, with a 
drought or excessive rains for next thirty 
days, bollweevil, hot sun with a tempera- 
ture of a hundred for a few days, and the 
many other ills tat cotton is heir to, 
the manufacturers will not be slow to 
read the future, but would rush into the 
markét and make their contracts for 
future delivery of cotton in October, No- 
vember and late months at much higher 
prices than now prevail. Even now many 
who a few months ago thought cotton 
high at 8 cents €o not think it so high 
at 10 cents, for fhe outlook and condi- 
tions are not the same. Many mills 
bought cotton at 8 and 9 cents, intend- 
ing to manuficture it Into goods, but at 
the advanced prices later sgld the spot 
cotton, realizing handsome profits, and at 
the first sign of disaster or set back (and 
they have their “ears now alert and eyee 
well sxint’’) they will again rush into 
the market, knowing they can repeat the 
performance. It is just Iike a farmer 
who buys a bull yearling for $, and keeps 
him a few months and sais him for $10. 
The result is, he is not going to stop 
there, but is going to take another plunge 
in the “dull yearling’’ mark@). 

In 1901 the United States supplied 10,680, - 
000 bales of the world’s cotton crop, the 
crop of 1902 will not be definitely known 
until September 1 next, but the govern- 
ment and Secretary Hester, of the New 
Orleans cotton exchange, will hardly 
place it above 11,000,000, and under ad- 
mirably favorable circumstances the crop 
of this year will not exceed by much the 
crop of 1902. 

The world’s consumption, striking an 


average of the various estimated figures, 
amounts to some twelve and a half mil- 
lions of bales. To make the finer goods it 
is necessary for the greater portion of the 
cotton made by the balance of the world, 
outside the United States, to be mixed 
with American cotton, and notwithstand- 
Ing the experiments of England and other 
countries throughout their colonies to 
raise cotton, we have no fear, for years 
to come at least, of any over supply Oc- 
casioned thereby or material as good, 
ever should same prove a success.

The foregoing is a highly interesting ar- 
ticle and ig worth a careful] perusal. it 
shows the writer has made a careful 
study of the cotton situation, but is too 
easily satisfied as to price. While the fall 
months are selling ‘‘around 10 cents’ af 
present, there are few who believe that 
this represents the figures that will be ob- 
tained for the crop that is growing unless 
it turns out to be a bumper crop. An in- 
crease in acreage is unnecessary for the 
fact that the picking of the acreage we 
have already been planting is next to Im- 
possible. We have never picked 12,000,000 
bales of cotton in one but we 
have had cotton, more especially in Texas, 
to ‘turn under tn order to plant a new 
crop.—Commercial Editor.)

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Blind Tom was a ittle boy, and I know 
Colone] Bethune and his family to whom 
Blind Tom belonged. Colonel Bethune’s 
flome was a plantation outside of town, 
and often when I have visited there I 
saw the young musical prodigy whose gift 
was just beginning to be realized. 

“He was perhaps seven or eight years 
old When I first heard him play, although 
I had been told before of the Iittle 
‘nuisance’ who could not be kept out of 
the parlor and away from the piano. He 
would even crawl under the house to hear 
the piano, if he could not be near it other- 
wise, and he was continually stealing his 
way to the instrument when he thought 
nobody knew. 

The first time I saw him they called him 
in to play for me, and he was: clothed 
like the other picaninnieg of the planta- 
tion In thé one little garment which was 
their custom and their costume. He wag 
very ugly, of the pure negro type, with 
an idiotic lack of facial expression, his 
large mouth répulsively hanging open, and 
his hands and head moving nervousy as 
they always have done. 

“One of the ladies asked me to play a 
certain waltz—‘my’ waltz, they called ft. 
because I had brought ft home from 
school in New York and it had been made 
quite popular among my friends. When I 
finished it Tom took my place at the 
piano and repeated it, note for note, néver 
missing a note or making an error. 

“Afterwards, when Tom grew older 
and his gift developed, he made his fame 
fn concerts all over the world, his mas- 
ter’s son, John Bethune, always with him 
to take care of him, ara his playing 
brought in thousands of Gollars. In the 
midst of Tom’ > Sggeae John Bethune 
died in Philadelphia, and his wife, who 
had not been known of previously, ap- 
peared to claim the custody of Tom and

“IT heard him play in concert twice when 
he was @ man, and a very remarkable 
thing happened on one of these occa- 
sions. After hig concert waa over I 
asked for an introduction, which was 
readily given me, and then I reminded 
him of our first meeting, when he was a 
little boy. ‘Do you remember, Tom, Mrs. 
——, the lady who played a little waltz 
for you at Colonel Bethune’s?’ I asked 
Without hesitation, he answered: ‘Yes'm, 
i: went ilke this, and he hummed the 
tune I had played for him to repeat 
So many years before! 

“His old mother visited him once while 
he was in the north. She was a tpyical 
‘Plantation nigger,’ an old woman nearly 
elghty by that time, and black as ink. 
just as her son Tom ts. He did not 
recognize her. though. He declared she 
was not his mother, and took no interest 
in her. She was 80 broken-hearted in 
consequence that her death occurred soon 
after her return to Columbus. 

“I speak of Blind Tom as if he were 
still alive, because I have never heard 
an authentic account of his death. al- 
though we hear nothing now of his life, 
if he is alive. 

“His gift is hard to explain. The fact 
that he could play anything he heard, 
that he could compose creditably and 
that at the same time he was practically 
an imbecile on every subject except music 
is indeed peculiar and his like has prob- 
ably never been known, and ean never 
be satisfactorily explained. 

In the world of art there isa strange 
condition, an inconsistency, particularly 
noticeable at the present day, which is 
being discussed at some length. It is a 
fact that there is accepted from the 
Singer a quality of work which: woul@ not 
be tolerated from the pianist or any other 
instrumentalist. A critical attention or 
at least a musical hearing is given the 
singer whose degree of unfinish would 
relegate him, were he a pianist, to the 
ranks of the amateur, his work to be 
considered from that standpoint and not 
from the artistic. 

When a man makes singing his profes- 
sion it is natural for the public to sup- 
pose that he has not only a good voice, 
but some substantial and extraordinary 
musical and vocal culture. The musical 
knowledge and training, indeed, it is more 
reasonable to expect than the good voice, 
because a man may easily overestimate 
the inherent beattty of his own vocal 
Organ, but with a clear mind and a good 
ear, not to speak of a straight conscience, 
he cannot deceive himself about the 
thoroughness of his vocal education. The 
same is true, of course, of women who 
sing, and this, not merely at home, where 
the musical life is in the earliest stage 
of evolution, but the whole country cotm- 
plains of it, and evén Europe is occa- 
sionally heard to grumble over it. 


Bad teaching, perhaps, and good voices 8 


about the present state of things, and 
the reason the evil goes on increasing 
lies, probably, in the fact that singers 
are so greatly in demand on so many oce- 
casions that bad singing—or at least un- 
finished singing—has to be tolerated In 
preference to no singing at all. 

The exceeding demand for singers spoils 
the profession as far as their study is 
concerned. For a true artist. 
is hard to understand.

The true artist 
Of work, and to 
mediocrity (or lack 
any standard) which the world may 
willing to put up with, 
cannot lower himself. 
singers than the artistic, however, and it 
is those others who abuse the art and 
lessen the average of good singing. 

So long have people been accustomed 
to faulty singing—and this includes high- 
ly recommended concert singing—that the 
standard of criticism has lowered. and 
glaringly bad habits in singing which 
should be done away with in the first 
instruction of the. vocal student, are 
mildiy commented vpon er even passed 
over in silence. 

There are autRorities who contend that 
Incompetent or lax criticism i{s a princi- 
pal cause for the evil of mediocrity in 
the singing world; that innompetent critt- 
cism, which yet passes for authority, has 
been instrumental in bringing about the 
evil. No doubt weak criticism has been 
a@ cause a8 well as an effect, but if this 
is true—and there is no way to deny it— 
then the overwhelming amount of poor 
E-hging in the world is a strong tribute 
to the power-of criticism. Certain ¥y is, 
too, that forceful and undaunted criticism 
is the only power, good teaching not ex- 
cepted, which will ever restore the sing- 
Ing art to ifs proper elevation.

Minnesola Loses Case Against 
Securities Company, 


United States Judge Lochren Holds 
That the Contention of the State 
Is Not Well Founded—The 
‘State Will Appeal 

, _ rom Decision. 
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St. Paul, Minn,, August 1.—Judge Loch- 


“fen today ir the United States circuit 
court handed down his decision in the 
case of ths State of Minnesota against 
the Northern Secur-tles Campany. the 
Great Northern Securities Company, the 
Northern Pacific railway and James J. 
Hill, president of the Northern Securities 
Company, and individually, in which he 
sustained the contention of the defendants 
and dismissed the bill of complaint of 
the state. 

He finds that the Northern Securities 
Company has not violated the stute laws 
forbidding the consolidation of parallel 
€nd competing Mnes of railway, through 
its ownership of the stock of the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific railways. 
He refused the injunction asked by the 
State cf Minnesota to restrain the securi- 
ties company from voting the stock of 
the two railrcad companies or other of 
them. 


Government Victory Not Appealed. 

This decision affects the results of the 
federal government's victory in their sult 
in no way whatever. The suit involves 
the same defendants and the same gen- 
eral state of facts, but was based on a 
totally different contention of law. The 

' federal suit in which the securities com- 

panies was beaten was prosecuted for 
violation of the Sherman anti-trust law 
-#passed by the federal congress. 

The state suit, in which the securities 
company wins, was based on an allegation 
that the defendants violated acts of the 
Minnesota legislature forbidding the con- 
solidation of parallel and competing lines 
of railway. The hearing of the state suit 
was begun Friday, June 5, before Judge 
Lochren in the federal court. It fol- 
lowed the submissions of reams of testi- 
mony by both sides for many months, in 
which Frederick G. Ingersol!, of this eitv, 
acted as referee. The final argument 
jasted five days, in which Attorney 
Douglas, Former Attorney Genera! Georgé 
B. Wilscn and Attorney M. D. Munn 
spoke for the state, and George B. Young, |

“Gibraltar could raked by guns 
from Ceuta or from the Spanish main- 
land. The Russian fortress of Kron- 
stadt is but the strongest 
British position perhaps’ the 
strongest naval. station in the world— 
is Halifax, England’s American Gib- 
raltar. 

“We have spent millions sterling 
on that place during the past five 
years, and to-day it 15 guarded by the 
best system of fortifications the world 
has ever seen. It 1s doubtful whether 
any fortified position can be consid- 
ered imprégneble under modern con- 
ditions of warfare, but, if so, that po- 
sition is Halifax.” 

Defensive Secrets Carefully Guarded. 

As a man enters Halitax harbor and 
through a pair of field glasses, 
the ring of fortresses which frown 
upon his steamer, he 1s inclined to 
agree with the engineer officer. Near 
the United States, at the gateway of 
her Canadian dominions, Great Britian 
has established the greatest of 
modern fortresses. How strong it 15 
even the people of Halifax themselves 
do not know, for the secrets of the 
defences are carefully guarded. 

A big hill in the center of the town 
has been turned into a citadel and 
armed with the latest long-range guns. 
As soon as an‘ enemy's’ warships 
passed Cape Sambrp, the shelter point 
which must be rounded in order to 
enter the harbor, these guns would 
greet them with a hailstorm of shot 
and shell from a distance of fourteen 
miles. If they were not annihilated 
by the first volleys they would be un- 
der fire from the hill batteries all the 
way up the harbor, while hundreds of 
heavy guns f forts along the

struction. 

Two Strong Island Fortresses. 

There are two island fortresses— 
McNab’s Island and St. George’s 
Island. Immense sums of money 
have been spent on them, and every 
jutting rock supports a gun. The 
consummate skill with which the nat- 
ural military advantages of the place 
have been utilized and improved 1s 
nothing short of marvelous. 

When the French owned Halifax 
they saw the strategic value of forti- 
fying its beautiful land-locked harbor, 
and the works they erected were mar- 
vels for their day; but in later years, 
since Great Britain has come to realize 
that in case of a great war she must 
be fed from ‘without and that much 
of her food must come from Canada, 
efforts have been redoubled to make 
the port of Halifax impregnable and 
to bring about such offensive plans 
that even a blockade would be a diffi- 
cult and dangerous matter. The coast 
is dangerous with. shifting currents, 
strong tides, heavy fogs and jagged 
reefs, and should a blockade be at- 
tempted, the elements would conspire 
to cause it to be discontinued. The 
long-range guns of the Citadel would 
sweep the seas for many miles, and 
woe betide the luckless blockader who 
incautiously strayed within their 
reach! 

The completeness and secrecy with 
which the defences have been ar- 
ranged are well illustrated in the case 
of 34 George’s Island. This island 
lies directly in front of the town, and 
is connected with the Citadel on the 
hill by a secret tunnel running eighty 
feet below the bed of tue harbor. Only 
two men—presuinably the general in

cer in command of the island—know 
the secret of this tunnel. Though its 
entrance from the Citadel or its point 
of egress on the island could not. be 
kept secret, there are blind passages 
and false walls in the depths so ar- 
ranged that a knowledge of the plan 
would be necessary to @nable a man 
to find his way from Citadel to island. 
in time of war ammunition, stores and 
reinforcements could be’ conveyed 
through the tunnel, and in the last re 
sort the island's garrison could escape 
through it to the Citadel, though thes 
would not be likely to do that. while 
it was still possible to serve the guns. 

st. George’s Island, McNab’s Island 
and the Citadel are each able, unas- 
sisted, to blow an entire navy out of 
the water, and they are supported by a 
string of lesser forts. The harbor, 
the city and the country are com- 
manded by a thousand guns for a 
greater distance than a man can see 
when standing on the highest point of 
the Citadel. 

It would be impossible for a naval 
attack to even force ai} entrance, while 
attack by land would-be equally hope- 
less. Every possible approach is fore- 
seen, and great guns would sweep each 
inch of earth or water. The ranges 
are all measured and charted, and 
in the harbor mines are thickly sown, 
all connected with the key of the situ- 
ation, so that vy the pressure of a 
button any ship that might, by a mil. 
lionth chance, escape the forts. would 
be blown out of the water at the wil! 
of the cofhmandant. 

The mass of rock in which the Cita- 
del is built rises abruntly from the 
waters edge. For the fir-t quarter of 
2 mile it is so cut and graded that on 
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the slope running transversely across

the face are the city’s business streets, 
but beyond them the ascent becomes 
sharp and the climb up to the entrance 
is a laborious task on good paths. 
In the face of quick modern fire an as- 
saulting force would be withered on 
the slopes. 

There is only one gate to the Cita- 
del. It is stone-bound and closed 
with heavy armor-plated doors. It is 
entered over a fifty-foot drawbridge, 
which spans a moat thirty feet deep, 
runting entirely around the Citadel. 
The hill, like the island fortresses, is 
tunneled, trenched, armed to the high- 
est point of military efficiency, and 
provided with a score of secret ar- 


rangeiments for defense which are 


only divulged to two or three men. 
But these elaborate devices would 
be useless without good men behind 
the guns. Halifax is guarded by the 
cream of the British army and navy. 
The little city of 45,000 people teems 
with military life. Soldiers and man- 
of-war’s men are seen on every street, 
and nowhere can one look without 
seeing grim guns, embrasured walls 
or bristling war-boats. The engineers, 
artillerymen, sappers, submarine di- 
vers and the commanding officers in 
the various departments of the garri- 
son are all picked men. None better 
can be found in the British service. 


I:ven in these piping times of peace 
they keep watch and ward with unfail- 
ing vigilance. Nobody can approach 
any of the fortified ports without re- 
ceiving a sharp challenge, and if a 
man persisted in trying to enter“a 
place closed to the public he would be 
promptly argested. Kipling was right 
when he made Halifax say, in his 
“Song of the Cities”: 


“The guardian of the North, 
Sleepless and veiled, am I.”

In less. than a minute bugles rang 
out all over the Citadel, calling the 
troops to quarters, and telephone mes- 
sages were hurriedly sent to the other 
forts. Long before any enemy could 
have attacked, every man was at his 
post, stores for a year’s siege had 
been safely stowed in the heart of 
the Citadel, and nothing remained but 
to raise the drawbridge and fire the 
guns. Since then several similar te-ts 
of the vigilance of the garrison have 
been made, and it has never been 
caught napping.

or out, and the house is easily 
alogued among the low-priced 
iouses that are. remarkable for style 
beauty. The pretty gabled pro- 
jection on the front of the root has 
four casement windows with diamond 
panes leaded in, and this renders the 
front chamber upstairs a delighttul 
one. The entire outside ot the house 
is stained an odd shad fF moss green 
with creosote stam. The eaves, the 
window casings and the pillar i the 
porch, together wi the ledges that 
surround it, are 11 white. 
The beam whic upper 
from the lower story ts also brought 
out in white. 

As many good houses are ruined in 
the coloring, it is well to note the 
exact effect of a certain treatment in 
painting the outsides of houses. No 
greater mistake can be made than to 
outline a small house with some light 
color, giving what painters delight to 
call a “trim.” Vertical lines at the 
corners of a house done in white, or 
some contrasting color to the main 
body, box it in and make it appear 
much smaller, and at the same time 
deprive it of all pa sible style Or 
claim to artistic beauty. All of these 
things should be carefully thought out 
by the man who wishes to obtain a 
good deal in the way of artistic effect 
for his money. 

A porch is always improved—pro- 
viding the scheme of coloring admit: 
of it—by having white pillars, and it 
is often quite advisable to paint th: 
beams, which support the eaves, white, 
as they thus lighten the porch and 
give a cleaner. and more cheertul effect 
to the building. The furnisher, too, 
must combine with the architect and 
complete the good result of cream 
window casings by hanging soft and 
full white curtains against the glass. 
A thing of beauty once accomplished, 
whether it be the small and unpreten- 
tious dwelling of a man who ts poor in 
pocket, or the stately mansion of a 
millionaire, stands for a_ certain 
amount of enjoyment to those who 
look on it with understanding and ap- 
preciation.

The coat, 
which reaches below the hips only, is 
finished with narrow straps, maghine 
stitched, and has turnover collar and 
cuffs, the latter beiwae decorated with 
buttons. As ustial with these English 
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outing suits, a white waist is worn 
with a roundabout tie and flowing 
ends. 

Another touch of white to complete 
the costume is the white felt or cloth 
hat, sailor shaped, with the fashiona- 
ble upturned flare on the left side. It 
is trimmed with a black velvet twist 
and black pouf, 1. e., “fluff,” as children 
call it. 

A jaunty coat, by the way, for a lit- 
tle girl who is given to athletic sports 
is of red cloth, seamed in straps with 
white cloth piping. These straps are 
prettily designed as a finish to the 
open side seams. There is a turn- 
over collar and a front decoration of 
handsome buttons, two on each side.
